Kopecks & Rubles . 


It is possible that coins from many countries circulat, 5 
ed in the San Francisco area during the period of the 
California gold rush, but this does not fully explain 
the presence of Russian coins dated in the late 1700's , 
and early 1800's that on occasion have turned up in that 
and other areas of northern California. 


Although California's early history is firmly establish- 
ed as Spanish; there were penetrations of the Russians 
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KOPECKS AND RUBLES (continued) 


attempting settlement. It is recorded that Vitur 
Bering and Aleksandr first reached Alaska from Russia 
in 1741, and that Grigori Shelekhov founded the first 
settlement at Sitka in 1799. By 1806, parties of 
Russians had drifted south, one group appearing in 

San Francisco attempting to negotiate trade relations 
with the Spanish. Fearful of an invasion of Russians, 
these trade relations were never officially approved 
by the Spanish. Some trading was done however, and 
overlooked by the Spanish Commandante Arguello. About 
six years later, the Russians were able to purchase 

a site for settlement on Bodega Bay, about fifty miles 
north of San F.ancisco, for the purchase price of 5 
blankets, 3 pair of breeches, 3 hoes, 2 axes and some 
trinkets. A short time previously, September of 1812, 
another group of Russians had established a settlement 
further north, known as Fort Ross. This settlement 
was originally all male, some of whom later were to 
marry Indian women. 


From these two settlements, the Russians spread out 
around the San Francisco area and the peninsula, with 
camps and small settlements, maintaining at one time 

a warehouse at Sausalito. However the necessary trade 
with the Spanish Californians was so meager that the 
Russians were literally starved out. 


In 1839 the Russians sold their assets to John A. Sut- 
ter who was later to found the settlement of New Hel- 
vetia, now Sacramento. Sutter paid with notes which 
the Russians were never able to collect anything of 
value for in exchange. After waiting several years 
for Sutter to redeem the notes, the Russians gave up 
and left California, returning to Alaska and the home- 
land. Ineffectual attempts to colonize and develop 
Alaska by the Russians resulted in the sale of the 
territory to the United States in 1867. 


Perhaps this attempt by the Russians to gain a place 
on the American continent is responsible for the pre- 
sence of those rubles and kopecks that occasionally 
still make an appearance in the San Francisco area.

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Commemoratives 


Tracing the history of America through the sands of 

time with Anna Merle Panosh, via the questions she pre- 
sents about the person, place of event honored on our 
commemorative coinage brings into focus a picture that 
the march of time too often has blurred into a distorted 
image that reveals little of the historical contribution 
that the person, place or event made to our history. 


It is fitting that our first issue of a commemorative 
coin honor the discoverer of the new World, and the 
answers to the questions Anna Merle Panosh posed do 
paint a portrait of the man beyond the portrayal depict- 
ed on the coin. 


Christoforo Colombo was born (probably in 1451) near 
Genoa Italy, at Liguria of Italian parents. The father 
was a master weaver who also for a time kept a wine shop 
in Genoa. Colombo showed little interest in weaving, 

of shop-keeping and had little or no formal education. 
Apparently attracted to the sea, he began the life of 

a mariner at an early age. On one of the trips to sea, 
he was shipwrecked and was landed in Lisbor, Portugal, 
where he learned to read and write the Castileon Span- 
ish Portuguese languages and a smattering of Latin. 
During this time he married Felipa Perestrillo e Moniz, 
moving to Madeira, a Portuguese Island off the coast 

of Spain where his son Diego was born. Apparently tir- 
ing of the life of a tradesman, there Colombo returned 
to the life of a seaman. 


Colombo's appeal for financial support of an expedition 
to sail west to discover a route to the Orient was turn- 
ed down by Portugal, Castile and England. Luis de Saint 
Angel, keeper of the purse for Ferdinand and Isabella, 
ready to invest a large sum of his own, secured the 
agreements of the monarchs Ferdinand and Isabella to 
finance the expedition while they were in an expansive 
mood, induced by the capture of Granada. Although 
granting Colombo all terms he demanded in the agreement, 
it is a fact that Colombo had great difficulty in ob- 
taining a settlement and that he never received full 
payment or acclaim from the crown for his discoveries.

Although Colombo made four voyages to the New World 
and his last was perhaps the most profitable, he was 
in disgrace and had a difficult time in clearing his 
name and retaining the title of Admiral. 


Dissillusioned and in poor health, he retired and es- 
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tablished residence at Valladolid where he died in 1506. k 


Buried there, his remains were later removed to Seville, 
only to be removed at a later date and transported to a 
cathredal in Santo Domingo, Supposedly at the request 
of the son Diego. Where the remains of Christopher 
Columbus rest today no one knows..... 


The issue of a silver twenty-five cent coin in 1893 
during the Columbian Exposition at Chicago as a souvenir 
piece to honor womans indistry elicits information of 
the monarch Queen Isabella, pictured thereon. Legend 
has it that the Wueen played a major role in the deci- 
sion to grant to Columbus the expedition to seek a route 
to the East. Perhaps so, but it is no legend that she 
was born April 22, 1451 in Madrigal, Castile, daughter 
of King John II of Castile and his second wife Isabella 
of Portugal. That is fact; and due to the death of her 
brother Henry IV of Castile whose illegitimate daughter 
was refused the Crown, Isabella became Queen of Gastile. 
In 1469 Isabella married King Ferdinand II of Aragon, 
uniting the peninsula of Iberia into the kingdom of 
Spain, with the exception of Portugal. The two areas 

of Aragon and Castile were still ruled separately by 
Ferdinand and Isabella. 
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Queen Isabella had five children -- Isabel, John, Joanna, _ 


Maria and Katherine. Isabel married King Manual of Por- 
tugal and died in 1498. John died in 1497, Joanna (the 


Mad) born in 1480, ascended the throne in 1504 under the ; 


regency of her father Ferdinand. Joanna married King 
Philip I (son of Emperor Maximilian I and mary of Bur- 
gundy) in 1506. It was their son Charles I, as King of 
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Spain, and as Charles V, Emperor of the Holy Roman Empire 


who was perhaps the greatest of all Hapsburg Emperors, 
and who was the last German Emperor to be crowned by a 


Pope. Maria, born in 1482, married King Manuel of Por-

tugal after Isabel's death; Katherine, born 1485, first 
married Arthur (Prince of Wales) and this marriage was 
annulled at his death at which time she married Arthur's 
brother King Henry VII. Upon his death, she married 
King Henry VIII and had six children. Of the six child- 
ren, only one survived - Mary, who became Queen of Eng- 
land. It was her marriage in 1554 to Philip II of Spain 
and the unpopular allian ce with that nation that contri- 
buted to the title of Bloody Mary being bestowed upon 
her. Upon her death, Philip II left England, devoting 
the remainder of his life to waging war against France 
and at the treaty of Cateau-Cambresis, he made Spain 

the chief power in Europe. The Spanish Inquisition 
reached its height during his reign. 


Continuing on our trek of history as it reveals the 

story found in our commemorative coinage, the Old Spanish 
Trail half dollar issued in 1935 to celebrate the 400th 
anniversary of the overland trek of Alvar Nunez Cabeza 

de Vaca (1490 - 1557), the leader of an expedition to 
explore the American southwest but who was ship wrecked 
off the Texas coast. He later became Governor of a 
colony in Paraguay but was deposed. Because the literal 
translation of Vaca (the explorer's name) is cow, we 

find that symbol - the head of a cow - on the commemo- 
rative coin, to reveal another marker on our trip through 
time. 


This head of a cow is not the only symbol to have been 
used on our coinage to portray a person, a place or an 
event that contributed to our history. Prolific use 

has been made of the ship symbol in some form on many of 
the commemorative coins issued. The "Roanoke Island, 
North Island" commemorative half dollar issue of 1937 
celebrating the 350th anniversary of Sir Walter Raleigh's 
Lost Colony (1587) not only makes use of the ship symbol 
but informs us that the first white child born on the 
North American continent was Eleanor Dare's daughter 
Virginia Dare. 


Can we fail to notice Sir Raleigh's mark on our history 
trail even though he died a convicted traitor to England? 
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COMMEMORATIVES (continued) 


Explorer Hendrik Hudson's ship, the Half Moon, symboliz- 
ing the exploration of the Hudson river in 1609, is yet 
another example of the ship symbol, and it is pictured 
on the 1935 Hudson, New York Sesquicentennail coin. Hud- 
son's exploration of the river led to the discovery of 
the great inland sea SE of the northwest territories in 
1610, which was named the Hudson Bay. The reverse of 
this particular coinage carries the seal of the city o£ 
Hudson, New York, which includes representations of 
Neptune with trident on a spouting whale, and a mermaid 
blowing a conch shell. 


More familiar to most persons is that milestone, the 
landing of the Pilgrims at Plymouth, Mass. in 1620, 
celebrated in 1920 with the issue of a commemorative 
half dollar, picturing the ship "Mayflower" which 
brought the Pilgrims from their overseas homes to the 
New World. The imprint of those "pilgrims"! aad their 
contributions to our freedoms on our trail of history 
cannot be denied. 


The settling of the Huguenots and Walloons in the new 
World in 1624 is another landmark on our history trek, 
the 300th anniversary of the founding of New Amsterdam, 
now New York, celebrated in 1924 by the issue of a com- 
memorative half dollar bearing an image of the ship 
'Nieu Nederland", the vessel that transported these 
colonists to their new home. Although the Calvinist 
martyrs Admiral Caligny and William the Silent were 
not directly concerned with the Huguenot-Walloon set- 
tlement at New Amsterdam, they are depicted on the 
coin to emphasize the persecution of the Huguenots in 
the Old World for their religious beliefs.

HISTORY TREK 


The 300th anniversary of the founding of the Maryland 
colony, established under a charter to Cecil Calvert by 
Charles I and named for the kings wife Henrietta Maria 

at St.Clement's Island on March 25, 1634, was the occa- 
sion to be celebrated by the issue of another coin bear- { 
ing the ship as a symbol, incorporated in the seal of 4 
the state of Maryland, pictured on this 1936 commemora- 
tive half dollar. Cecil Calvert, known as Lord Balti- 
more, whose portrait on this coin marks a milestone on 
our history, also indented his image on another mark on . 
our trek for it was he, who as Lord Proprietor of Mary- , 
land, issued in 1658 a series of coinage for the Colony. ; 


It can be said that the United States of America was | 
born in Maryland for that is where the American Revolu- 
tion formally ended, and the United States became a 
sovereign nation. The treaty of Paris in which England 
formally admitted American independence was ratified on »% 
Jan. 14, 1784, in the Old Senate Chamber of the Maryland | 
State House at ‘Anapolis. At that time the State House 
was the U.S. Capitol insofar as the nation had one. The 
Continental Congress was meeting in Anapolis, and Mary- 
land's state government had turned the building over to © 
the national body. It was there too that General George 
Washington resigned his commission before Congress and ; 
left as plain George Washington, Esquire, on December 23, 
1783. Maryland became a refuge for the oppressed Catho- * 
lics of England, Protestants of other American colonies 
through an act passed in 1649, concerning freedom of | 
worship, declaring that no Christian shall in any way be 7 
troubled, molested or discountenanced in respect or exer-~ 
cise of his relicion:

In commemoration of the 300th anniversary of the found- 
ing of the Colony of Connecticut, a souvenir half dollar 
was issued in 1935. Although the Pilgrims of Plymouth ~ 
Colony and the Puritans from Massachusetts Bay were in- ¢ 
strumental in the early settlement of the Colony of Con- | 
necticut and a group from London, England under the lead- © 
ership of Theophilus Eaton and John Davenport contribut- 
ed a part at New Haven, it is a tree, the Charter Oak, 
that is featured on the coin design. In June of 1633,

nder this trees branches, the Chief of the Pequot Indians 
old "Dutch Point'' to Jacob Von Curler for a bolt of wool- 
n cloth, 6 kettles, six axes, 18 knives, a musket and a 
air of shears. Based on a voyage of John Cabot in 1497, 
he English claimed most of North America so that when 

he Rev. Thomas Hooker, leader of the band of Pilgrim s 
stablished the town of Hartford, the Hooker Company bought 
the same land from Sequassen, Chief of the River Islands, 
nd agreed as a condition of the Bill of Sale never to cut 
own the Old Oak Tree, where the Indians for generations 
ad conducted their tribal ceremonies. The first Consti- 
tution was adopted in 1639, being the first time in his- 
tory when a government was organized and defined by a 
written constitution. It's leading features were after- 
ward copied in the Constitution of other states, and it 
was the basis of the Charter of 1662. James II, King of 
England, instructedSir Edmond Andros to confiscate the 
Charter and to rule the Colony by decree in 1687, but a 
certain Joseph Wadsworth hid the Charter in a hollow of 
the old Oak Tree, where it remained until after 1689 when 
it was retrieved and the Colony continued under its pro- 
tection. The Charter Oak was blown down in 1856 when its 
age was estimated to have been nearly a thousand years. 
On this coin, use of an eagle in the design marks the 
first appearance of our national emblem on a commemora-~ 
tive coin. 


Although not a ship in the strictest of interpretation, 

a canoe bearing Roger Williams being greeted by an Indian, 
is the design on a commemorative half dollar issued in 
1936 to celebrate the 300th anniversary of the founding 
of Providence Rhode Island, in 1635. Roger Williams, 
after his expulsion from the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
was befriended by the Indians near the head of Narragan- 
sett Bay, whom he later paid $150 for title to the land. 
In 1643,.Williams went to England and obtained the right 
for the Rhode Island settlements to rule themselves, as 
a safeguard against any attempt of Plymouth Massachusetts 
Bay government to rule them. 


A milestone on our history trek marks the landing in 1636 


of the Swedes in Delaware. In 1936, the 300th anniversary 
was celebrated by the issuance of a half dollar coin,

featuring on the obverse the ship "Kalmar Nyckel't which 
brought the Swedes to America, and on the reverse the 
Old SwedesChurch. This church is the oldest Protestant 
church still used for worship, and is located in Wil- 
mington Delaware where these Swedes landed. This 300th 
anniversary of the landing was also celebrated in Swed- 
en and was commemorated with an issue of a 2 Kroner 
coin in 1938, which also used a ship figure as the cen- 
tral design on the reverse. 


Also issued in 1936 was the half dollar commemorating 
the 300th anniversary of the first white settlement on 
Long Island - at Jamaica Bay by the Dutch colonists in 
1636. Accolated heads depicting a Dutch settler and 

an Indian are shown on the obverse and a Dutch sailing 
vessel pictured on the reverse, yet another reminder of 
overseas ancestors. 


In 1936, a souvenir half dollar authorized by Congress, 
was issued upon the 300th anniversary of the founding : 
of York County Maine. Brown's garrison on the Saco 

River was the site of a town settled in 1636 and is pic- 
tured on the reverse while an adaptation of the York 
County seal is depicted on the obverse. 


The Norfolk Va. Bicentennial half dollar issued in 1936 
commemorates the 300th anniversary of the original land 
grant and the 200th anniversary of the establishment of 
the borough -- with a three masted ship as the central 
feature of the Seal of the city of Norfolk on the ob- : 
verse. The Royal Mace of Norfolk, presented by Lt.Gover- 
nor Robert Dinwiddie in 1753 on the reverse not only marks” 
another milestone on the trail, but again reminds us of 
the important role that ships played in our colonization. 


In 1680, to comply with an edict of the King of England, 
the Virginia General Assembly enacted a law requiring 

each county to purchase 50 acres of land and to lay out 

a town thereon. Obeying this law, 50 acres of land was, 
purchased from Nicholas Wise, a carpenter, for 10,000 
pounds of tobacco and the town of Norfolk was laid out 

in 1682. A very important figure in the early history F

of America has to be Robert Dinwiddie, appointed Lt. 
Governor of Virginia by the crown July 20, 175l. His 
activities against the encroachment of the Colonial 
French from the Northwest precipitated the struggle that 
brought about the downfall of New France.

FROM YOUR LIBRARIAN ------- 


In the March issue of the Bulletin, I spoke about a car- 
toon. If you recall it, you know that the 350 years men- 
tioned there have passed as Henry Hudson predicted. The 
Hudson river is truly polluted, however, there is one 
bright ray of hope, due to the involvement and work of 

a Folk singer and of a Folk group. Don McClean, known 

to his followers as the Hudson River Troubador, hitch- 
hiked and sang his way through 56 towns in the Hudson 
River Valley. Pete Seeger, Folk Singer, had as his mis- 
Sion in 1968 the sailing of a boat down the Hudson, to 
carry the message of ecological starvation to the river 
communities being destroyed by industrial pollution. 
McClean and others joined Seeger and his "Sloop Singers', 
Sailing a ship called the 'Clearwater' to New York City. 
Says McClean, "The Clearwater" was the first grass roots 
movement to fight pollution and educate a community about 
the environmental crises in Proper context." Of course, 
this all refers back to commemorative coins - Henry Hud- 
Son, the river, the Half Moon and 1609. 


"There was a time when the United States consisted of a 
narrow ribbon of territory extending along the shores of 
the Atlantic Ocean. The time came when the vast valley 

of the Mississippi was opened to the enterprise and in- 
dustry of America. And then it was the symbolic eagle 

of our arms took its flight across the Alleghanies and 
Spread its protective wings over the great and rich val- 
léys of the\Mississippig! uc... Tso jheue celebrated 
the 200th anniversary of the birth of one of our great- 43 
est frontiersmen. Through the movies, radio and televis- 
ion we have travelled with him, exploring and settling 

Our great nation. A few years ago no little boy would 

be without a hat made usually from his mothers old fur 
neckpiece and perhaps wearing a belt of fringed leather. 
In this outfit, I am sure he felt he knew this great man - 
and could act like him. This man never lost his popula- 
rity and that also is a good sign. 


In 1915 a great American Organization finished marking 
a trail that led through four states in honor of this 


man. What was the organization? What was the trail 


he 


and which are the four states? This commemorative 
half dollar had many mintings and a few changes in 
five years of production. 


We come now to a period in our Nations life when many 
States were admitted to the Union. Crossing the wide 
Missouri, the Mississippi and other great rivers our 
pioneers followed that admonition - "Go west, young 
man, go west''. - by the way, who said that?

The 250th Anniversary of the granting of a charter to 
the city of Albany New York was the occasion for the | 
issuance of a commemorative half dollar in 1936. Its ob- * 
verse design features a beaver, gnawing on a maple branch, . 
indicative of the city's importance as a fur trading sta- 
tion in its early history and the reverse shows Governor 
Dongon who had been appointed to the post by James, Duke 

of York, in 1683 at the presentation of the Charter to 
Robert Livingston (who exerted control in the provincial . 
assembly) and Peter Schuyler, who had served both the t 
Dutch and English governments in the capacity of soldier | 
and civil official. He became the city's first mayor and 
head of the Indian commissioners. Originally established 
as a permanent settlement by the Walloons and named Fort 
Orange by the Dutch, in 1664 after the English defeated | 
the Dutch to gain control of the area, the name was chang- = 
ed to Albany and later became New York's state capitol. 


La 
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The Presbyterian Church was founded in Franch in 1559, 

and gained many followers of all classes. These Calvin- 
ist protestants or Huguenots, after the wars of Religion 
(1562-1598) had under the Edict of Nantes, promulgated - 
by Henry IV, received the blessings of toleration which 
resulted in the establishing of protestantism in over 

200 towns. Cardinal Richelieu used an uprising (1621- * 
1622) against the introduction of Catholicism into Bearn 

as a pretext for depriving the Huguenots of all their 
strongholds save La Rochelle and Montauban. Another Pro- ) 
testant uprising in 1625 led to the capture of LaRochelle 
by Richelieu in 1628 and to the peace of Alais (1629) 

which stripped the Huguenots of all political powers. P 
Mounting persecution of Protestants under Louis XIV cul- 
minated in 1685 with the revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes, forcing countless Huguenots to flee the country ~ 
to find refuge in Germany, England, Holland and other 
lands. One group which fled to New York purchased land 
from John Pell. 


The land title provided a condition that a fattened calf 
be given away every year on June 20th. This event is 
used as the central device on the obverse of a commemo-— y 
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HISTORY TREK - continued 


rative half dollar which was issued in 1938 to cele- 
brate the 250th anniversary of the founding of the 
town of New Rochelle (New York) named to honor the 
Calvinist stronghold from where they had been forced 
to flee. The reverse of this coin depicts a fleur- 
de-lis, from the Seal of the City, in memory of their 
French background. 


Originally issued to commemorate the 200th anniversary 
of the birth of Daniel Boone the famous frontiersman, 
in 1934 a half dollar was struck and issued for a per- 
iod of several years. On issues after 1934 a change 
in the design on the reverse of the coin was made 
wherein the commemorative date of '1934' was moved 
from the bottom portion of the field to a place above 
the words "Pioneer Year", which were added to the de- 
sign at the right of the standing figures of Boone 
and Chief Black Fish - this year of issue occupying 
the place where the commemorative date had been. The 
obverse of all issues bears the portrait of Daniel 
Boone. Boone, born at Reading, Pa. (1734-1820) of 
Quaker parents, was more interested in the outdoors 
and showed little interest in learning a trade. In 
1750 the family moved to North carolina where later 
Boone married Rebecca Bryan. Boone's desire to es- 
tablish a home in Kentucky, a veritable wilderness 

at that time, resulted in his becoming an agent for 
Col. Richard Henderson's Transylvania Company, blaz- 
ing Wilderness Road and establishing Boonesboro (or 
Boonesborough) on Kentucky River in 1775. His ex- 
ploits and life among the Indians, his contributions 
to our American history have been well-documented 

and have provided the basis of much of the Americana 
Stories and legends of the frontier days. Kentucky 
in 1775 was a county of Virginia and in 1776 Boone 
became a Captain and later a Major of the militia. 
When Kentucky was divided into three counties, Boone 
became a Lt. Colonel of the Fayette County militia. 
He became quite affluent and acquired large holdings | 
in land, but in 1785 he suffered financial reverses

and his land titles were voided causing him to be heavily 
in debt. Discourage, in 1788 Boone moved his family to 
Point Pleasant on the Ohio River in Virginia (now West 
Virginia) and spent the next ten years hunting and trap 


ping in that vicinity. In 1799, he moved to the Missouri 


territory and once again he had good fortune, serving as 
magistrate there until the territory was entered in the 

United States. His financial position became such that 

in 1810 he made a trip back to Kentucky and paid off all 
his debts there. His death at age 86 left on the pages 

of history the saga of the 'frontiersmen' detailing how 

the initiative and courage of those men carved a nation 

from the wilderness, 


The Sesquicentennial anniversary of the two famous bat- 
tles fought in 1775 at Lexington and Concord are. commen- 
orated by the issue of a half dollar coin, issued in 
1925. Marking a point on our history trail where we 
can view events that precipitated the struggle for inde- 
pendence for the Colonies, and the birth of our Nation. 


The quartering of troops at the Colonists expense, un- 
fair taxation and the refusal of the Crown to grant the 
Colonies a voice in their own affairs created so much 
hostility between England and the American colonies 

that the Massachusetts House of Representatives reorgan- 
ized itself as a Provincial Congress. A committee of 
safety which it appointed began to prepare for armed re- 
sistance. All over New England companies of militia 
were formed and drilled regularly. Every fourth man 
was pledged to take the field at a moments notice and 
was called the "Minute Man" Military stores were col- 
lected and stored at various villages. Other colonies 
also followed suit and formed committees of safety 

and prepared for struggle. 


General Gage, British Governor of Massachusetts Colony 
and commander of the military forces decided to destroy 
the military stores that the colonists had collected at 


ft 


Concord, 18 miles northwest of Boston. Every effort was 


made to keep the mission a secret but a Dr. Joseph 
Warren heard of the plan and when, on the night of

April 1, 1775, the force departed, messengers were 
sent to warn the Colonists. One of these messengers, 
Paul Revere, had asked a friend to hang two lanterns 
in the belfry of the North Church as a signal that 

the British had started. Revere and the other messen- 
gers ride through the countryside called the villages 
to arm. The ringing of bells, the beat of drums and 
the firing of guns told the British that their secret 
was out. They reached Lexington (12 miles on their 
way to Concord) just as day was breaking and on the 
village green stood 50 to 60 minute men. Major Pit- 
cairn, Commander of the British patrol, ordered the 
Colonists to drop their gums and to leave the green. 
Though the colonists did start to leave, they kept 
their guns and someone fired a shot. Immediately, 

and without orders from their Commander, British troops 
fired several volleys and when the smoke cleared, 
eight Colonists lay dead with ten others wounded, 
while only one or two of the British were wounded. 


The British troops proceeded on to Concord where they 
cut down a ‘liberty pole', set fire to the Court House 
destroyed several gun carriages and a few tools. Af- 
ter encountering a few armed patriots at Concord's 
North Bridge, the British Patrol started on its return 
trip to Boston but the countryside was by now swarming 
with angry Colonists. From behind stone walls and the 
shelter of buildings, the Colonists fired steadily 
upon the Redcoats as they made their march down the 
long road to Boston. 


Before reaching safety there, there were 73 killed, 
174 wounded and 26 missing, attesting to the ire of 
the settlers. The chances of a peaceful settlement 
of the controversy between Parliament and the Ameri- 
can Colonies were now slight, blood had been spilled 
and the fighting spirit ignited. The die had been 
cast and the War of Rebellion was in the offing, and 
a new Nation was to ultimately emerge as the United 
States of America.

HISTORY TREK 


In 1926, the Sesquicentennial (150th) anniversary of 
American independence was commemorated by the issue of 
gold quarter eagle ($2.50)coinage, having on one side 
the standing figure of a female representing Liberty, 
holding in one hand a scroll representing the Declara- 
tion of Independence and in her other hand the Torch 

of Freedom. On the other side is portrayed the Inde- 
pendence Hall in Philadelphia. No other design could 
show with more clarity the principles and desires of 

a people who struggled to create this nation. It is 
also appropriate that Independence Hall is depicted for 
therein was the cradle of the Nation. Within its halls 
the first and second Continental Congresses assembled; 
it was the scene of the signing of the Declaratbn of 
Independence, and the drafting of the Federal Consti- 
tution. 


It is interesting to note that William Penn, proprie- 
tor of the Pennsylvania colony, in 1681 sent his cous- 
in William Markham, with a party of colonists, to Ameri- 
ca from England to select a site for a settlement. A 
site was selected about 120 miles up the Delaware river 
and broad streets were laid out in a grove of pine trees 
on a bluff along the river front. Penn arrived in 1682 
and called his town 'Philadelphia', a Greek word mean- 
ing 'brotherly love'. This was the city that was to be- 
come the focal point and important center of activities 
during the Revolutionary War, being the American capi- 
tol during that war except for a brief period when the 
British forces occupied (Oct 1777/July 1778), and was 
the Capitol of the United States of America, 1790-1800. 


The Sesquicentennial anniversary of the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence in 1925 was also the occa- 
sion for the issuance of a silver half dollar coin to 
celebrate that event. For the first time on a coin is 
pictured a President of the United States during his 
lifetime and term of office; and indirectly, the coin 
also bears an advertisement of a commercial firm. On 
the "Liberty Bell'' depicted on the reverse side of the 
coin are the words, "Pass and Stow, Philadelphia 
MDCCLIIIL".

This bell was manufactured by PASS AND STOW in 1753 

and hung in the tower of Independence Hall. It was 
hidden in Allentown during 1777 and 1778 and rehung in 
the Hall Tower in 1781. During a funeral dirge in 1835 
the bell developed a crack. Attempts to repair the 
bell were unsuccessful, but it remains today a shrine 
to the event that occurred on July 4, 1776, when it 
proclaimed “Liberty throughout the Land.” 


George Washington, who appears with Calvin Coolidge on 
the coins obverse, was on that day Commander in Chief 
of the Continental Army, having been appointed to the 
post on July 13, 1775. His crossing the Delaware to 
defeat the British and the terrible winter at Valley 
Forge are only a few of the events engraved in the 
trail of history. His unselfish devotion to the forma- 
tion of the United States has rightfully earned him 

the title "Father of the Country". 


Calvin Coolidge, United States President at the time 
of the sesquicentenary anniversary, is best remembered 
for his dry Yankee humor and his statement, "I do not 
choose to run", in the 1928 Presidential election. 
President Coolidge held in common with the writers of 
the Declaration of Independence the belief that the 
least government was the best government. 


The 150th anniversary of the Battle of Bennington and 

the founding of Vermont are commemorated on a half 

dollar coin issued in 1925, The obverse displays the 
head of Ira Allen, above the inscription "Founder of 
Vermont"', and the reverse shows a catamount, the coura- 
geous mountain lion, indicative of the Green Mountain 
Boys = noted for their cunning and bravery in defend- 

ing their land -- first against the claims of New York 
and later against the British in the War of Independence, 


Ira, brother of Ethan, Merman, Heber and Levi Allen, 
was a member of the Green Mountain Boys. Not as flam- 
bouyant as Ethan, Ira excelled as a political leader 
and it was Ira who attended the conventions, and with 
Thomas Chittenden, drew up the Constitution of the 
State in 1777. Although a major-general in the Vermont 
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HISTORY TREK --- continued 


Militia in 1795, a series of incidents made his presenc 
in England necessary for a protracted period of time, 
and upon his return to the United States in 1801, he was 
arrested and thrown into prison, his property confisca- 
ted and charged with treasonable acts. His political 
party, which had opposed Vermont's entry into the Unites 
States, had lost all power and were in hiding and dis- 
grace. Presidential intervention resulted in arrest 
immunity for a period of one year being granted, and Ire 
was released from jail. He then fled the state to Phils 
delphia, where he resided until his death in 1814, an 
ignoble end for a man who had contributed so much to the 
building of a land. 


The Battle of Bennington commemorated on the coin occur- 
red on August 16, 1777, several months after Vermont 
had declared its independence. The victory won at Ben- 
nington by the Green Mountain Boys under Col. Seth 
Werner and Capt. John Start against Hessian Troops un- 
der Col. Friedrich Baum helped to defeat General Bur- 
goyne's Saratoga Campaign where he had hoped to split 
the colonies in two, along the Hudson. Today a 300 ft 
high mountain marks the battle spot.

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Commemorative 
History Trek 


The 150th anniversary of the discovery of the Hawaiian 
Islands by Capt. James Cook in 1778 was the occasion 
for the issuance of a commemorative half dollar coin in 
1928, featuring the likeness of Captain Cook on the 
obverse. Easily overlooked on each side of "Half Dol- 
lar" below the portrait of Cook are four volcanoes. 
These représent the eight largest of the volcanic is- 
lands - Hawaii, Niihau, Kauai, Lania, Molokai, Maui, 
Kahoolawa and Oahu. Capt. James Cook, British explor- 
er and navigator, while searching for a northwest pas- 
Sage from the Pacific to the Atlantic oceans, discov- 
ered the island group on Jan. 18, 1778, which he named 
the Sandwich Islands to honor his patron, the Earl of 
Sandwich, 


Relations with the natives were amiable and Capt. Cook 
decided that should he be in that area of the world 
again, he would be certain to find a welcome there. 
After exploring the northwest coast of North America, 
he returned to the Islands in the winter of 1779. Dur- 
ing this stay, relations between the natives and the 


HISTORY TREK - continued 


Cook's party grew strained. Incidents of theft and the 
punishment meted out by the Captain resulted in resent- 
ment for the visitors presence. In an attempt to re- 
trieve a small boat stolen the night before, and to pun- 
ish the thief, Capt. Cook and a small party went ashore 
and were met on the beach by a group of natives. A dis- 
pute followed and fighting broke out, with the landing 
party retreating to the boat. Capt. Cook, retreat cut 
off, was cut down and clain. The incident resulted in 
charges of cowardice being brought against a lieutenant 
who, in the boat, had ordered the oarsmen to pull for the 
ship, deserting the Captain. So ended the career of 
Captain James Cook on February 14, 1779...a man not only 
famous for his knowledge of navigation and discoveries 
in exploration, but for his concern and treatment of his 
seamen. Appalled at the loss of life suffered by crews 
of ships on long voyages, he determined to find ways 

to increase the seamens chances of survival. That he 
succeeded is evident in that he had a voyage of a two 
year period, and never lost a crew member. to scurvy or 
injury...unheard of feat in those days. 


On the reverse of this coin is depicted a Hawaiian war- 
rior chief in full regalia atop the summit of a mountain 
representing Hawaii's rise from obscurity. His right 
hand is extended in welcome...in the background is the 
village of grass huts at Waikiki Beach, near the foot 

of Diamond Hill, representing the antiquity and his- 
tory of Hawaii; for the islands settlings by the Poly- 
nesians are lost in antiquity and though the Spaniards 
discovered the islands in the 16th century, and so not- 
ed in the accounts of their voyages, they made no use 

or claims of the discovery. After the discovery imay76é 
by Cook, English and French ships started to visit the 
islands. By 1786, these visitors reported that the is- 
lands were a land of fierce warrior natives and it was 
not until after 1820 that the islands became a melting 
pot of races, with the Polynesian native population on 
the decrease. Today, the number of full-blooded Hawaii- 
an natives is small due to wars, disease and inter- 
marriage, but those who exist take great pride in their 
heritage,

To celebrate the sesquicentennial anniversary of the 
founding of the capitol at Columbia, S. C., a commemo- 
rative half dollar coin was issued in 1936. The ob- 
verse displays the standing figure of Justice in the 
center, with the old State House at the left and the 
present State House at the right, with the dates '1786- 
1936' below, Although the General Assembly of South 
Carolina had been meeting in Charleston, the first state 
Capitol, agitation for a more centrally located capitol 
brought about the decision to build a new capitol city. 
An area on the Congaree River was chosen and two miles 
of land purchased and the city laid out. THis location 
was near Fort Congaree, and had some few settlers al- 
though the first settlements had started in 1718, near- 
by. The new city was named Columbia and the completion 
of the new capitol building was in 1790, the legisla- 
tors holding their first meeting then in the second of 
the State capitols. The third and present State House 
was started in 1855 and not completed until 1907.. On 
Febr. 16, 1865, when General Cherman was on his famous 
march near the end of the Civil War, his army shelled 
the city, forcing its surrender. Somehow the follow- 
ing night much of the city was destroyed by fire, ori- 
gin unknown but blamed on Sherman's troops. The old 
State House was destroyed by this fire and the present 
Structure, under construction at the time, was damaged. 
This is the building pictured on the Confederate Notes 
issued in 1862-1863, of ten dollar denomination. 


The thirteen stars pictured on the coins reverse re- 
present the original thirteen colonies to form the 
United States, of which South Carolina was one. The 
palmetto tree also pictured has great significance to 
the state and is its official emblem. The reason the 
palmetto appears above the oak branch on the coin comes 
from a bit of history that occurred on June pols ae BF pe fi 
during the R volutionary War. The British fleet, under 
General Clinton, wanted to capture Charleston which at 
that time was the Capitol city. Protecting Charleston 
was Fort Moultrie on Sullivan's Island. This fort was 
built of palmetto logs which withstood twelve hours of 
fire from the British cannon so well that less than a 
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HISTORY TREK (continued 


dozen of the defenders were killed. However, the American 
cannon severely damaged the oaken built ships and the Bri- 
tish suffered a great loss of men and had to give up the 
attempt. It was not until 1780 that the British were able ~ 
to run ships past the fort during a heavy storm, and lay- 
ing siege, captured Charleston, But the South Carolinians 
had proved that the palmetto was far superior to the oak 
of England.

Meeting Notes 


When Stuart Edgerton made a report at the last meeting 
on CSNA happenings, he omitted a couple of items that 
should be reported upon ...... 


First, a proposal was presented to set up a trust com- 
mittee for the purpose of creating an establishment 
called "The California Numismatic Center", which will 
be operated for the mutual benefit of all California 
organizations and collectors. This center would house 
such facilities as meeting rooms, offices, permanent 
storage areas, library and research facilities, etc. 
The San Diego County Inter-club:Council will be a part 
of this committee, and at the initial meeting, pledges 
amounting to nearly $5,000 have been received. More 
information will be published in the next issue of 
CALCOIN NEWS, the CSNA publication.

The 150th anniversary of the death of George Washington 
was selected as an appropriate date for the striking of 
the "Lafayette" dollar, authorized by Congress as a com- 
memorative silver coin to be sold at a premium for the 
benefit of the Lafayette Monument Fund - a fund which 
the school children of America created to be used in the 
purchase end erection of a statue in Paris, France, of 
General Lafayette, Revolutionary war hero.

Following inspection by Superintendent Boyer and the 
Chief Engraver and pronouncement that it was perfect, 
the first coin of this issue was suitably encased by 
Mint Director Roberts and given to President McKinley 
for presentation fo the President of the Republic of 
France.

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This dollar coin, minted Dec. 14, 1899 and dated 1900, 
was the first United States coin to bear the portrait 
of a President of the United States. It's conjugated |

General George Washington, born in 1732, first gained 
public notice when he carried a message of displeasure | 
from the Governor of the Virginia colony to the French 
moving into the Ohio Valley Territory. In 1775 the Bri- — 
tish sent an expedition commanded by Gen'l Braddock to 
take the French Fort Duquesne. Near there a battle a 
was fought, Braddock mortally wounded; 63 out of 86 
officers, and two thirds of the soldiers were killed 

or disabled, resulting in complete disaster with Wash- 
ington leading the wreck of the expedition back to the 
nearest refuge. Daniel Boone, a young woodsman from 
North Carolina, was among the fleeing wagon drivers. 

It was to be 3 years before another expedition was ready 
to move against Fort Duquesne again. After the Duquesne 
fiasco, Washington was made commander of the Virginia 
Militia, and charged with defending the frontier extend- 
ing nearly 300 miles long. His skill in defending this 
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COMMEMORATIVE HISTORY TREK 


"back door" of the Colonies brought him a greater reputa- 
tion than that of any other colonial officer. At the 
close of the war, his military service over,Washington 
returned to Mount Vernnn and the operation of his estate. 
He served in the Virginia House of Burgesses until 1774, 

* and at the inception of the Continental Congress, he was 
the Virginia delegate, along with Patrick Henry and Thomas 
Jefferson. 


This Congress met Sept 5, 1774 in Carpenters Hall in 
Philadelphia; called the Continental Congress, it had 
delegates from 12 colonies. Two decisions of this Con- 
gress were particularly important... agreement to sus- 
pend all trade with Great Britain, and the acceptance of 
a proposal that a second Continental Congress meet in 
May, 1775. The second Continental Congress met May 10, 
1775 in Bhiladelphia in the old State House. Thirteen 
' colonies were represented. George Washington, a delegate 
from Virginia, was chosen as commander in chief of the 
Continental military forces, to manage a war that had 
already begun. Washington forced the British fo evacuate 
Boston on March 17, 1776, and though defeated at the Long 
Island, Brandywine and Germantown battles, victories fol- 
lowed the heroic crossing of the Delaware River on Christ- 
mas eve, 1776. The winter of 1777/1778 spent at Valley 
Forge was a despair and travail for the Continental 
forces but subsequent victories by Continental forces 
culminated in surrender of Cornwallis at Yorktown, bring- 
ing victory to the colonial forces, Oct 19, 1781. But 
it was not until Sept 1783 that the independence of the 
United States was recognized by Great Britain when the 
Treaty of Peace was signed in Paris France. 


The war over, Washington resigned his commission and 
returned to Mt. Vernon, from which he had been absent 
more than eight years. Although his plantation had 
suffered greatly from neglect, Washington would not ac- 
cept a salary for his war service, nor would he take a 
reward. 


A convention of delegates from all the states met in 
Philadelphia in May, 1787, and Washington was chosen as 
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COMMEMORATIVE HISTORY TREK 


President of the convention to frame a new Constitution. 
This convention succeeded in framing a plan of govern- 
ment acceptable to the states. The Congress of the Con- 
federation appointed March 4, 1789, voted unanimously fo1 
George Washington as the first President of the United 
States. Elected for a second term and proffered a third 
term, Washington, weary with political life, refused and 
retired to his estate at Mount Vernon, where he died 
December 14, 1799. 


In his farewell address, Washington urged his fellow 
countrymen "'to steer clear of permanent alliances with an 
portion of the foreign world". It is too bad that his 
advice was not heeded. There should be no doubt that 
George Washington was the greatest of a long list of 
American patriots who created our United States, 


Marie Joseph Paul Roch Yves Gilbert du Motier, Marquis 
de Lafayette, was born in 1757, in Castle of Chavagnac, 
Auvergne France. Educated in military school and though 
only 20 years old when the American Revolution broke out, 
he determined to aid their cause against the wishes of 
his influential family and government, he sailed to 
America and offered his services, without pay, to the 
Continental Forces. The Continental Congress accepted 
and granted him a commission, with the rank of Major 
General. With Washington at Brandywine, he was wounded, 
spent the winter of 1777/1778 at Valley Forge where Wash- 
ington looked upon the youth as a son. After a trip to 
France in 1779 and 1780, where he negotiated for French 
aid, he returned to America and played a vital role in * 
the Yorktown campaign. At the end of the war, Lafayette 
returned to France to become a liberal leader in the 1789 
French Revolution, commanding the National Guard and in 
1792 was given the command of an army. A moderate, he 
sought to save the monarchy but torn between his loyalty 
to both sides, missed his chance. Desertion from his 
army followed and he was imprisoned in Austrial from 1792 
until 1797. After the Restoration, he was made a member 
of the Chamber of Deputies. In 1824, at the invitation 
of the United States government, he returned for a visit 
to America as a distinguished personage and made an 
honorary citizen of the United States.

The reverse of the Lafayette dollar depicts the monument 
erected to the memory of that champion of liberty and it 
is indeed a small price to have paid for the monumental 
service that this man rendered for the people of the 
United States. 


To commemorate the 150th anniversary of the issuance of 
a charter to the city of Lynchburg, Virginia, a half 
dollar coin was issued Sept. 21, 1936, as a souvenir of 
the celebration held the week of October llth. The ob- 
_ verse of the coin displays a portrait of Carter Glass, 
who, living at the time of the coins issue, protested 
against the use of his likeness to no avail, for, as 
Lynchburg's best known citizen, former Secretary of the 


_ United States Treasury and honorary President of the Ses- 


quicentennial Association, he best represented Lynchburg. 
The reverse of this commemorative coin has the standing 
figure of Liberty with outstretched arms in welcome. In 
the background, a portion of Monument Terrace, surmount- 
ed by the old Lynchburg Court House. The monument in 
front is the Confederate Monument. 


Lynchburg got its name from the family on whose land 

the Virginia Assembly chartered the town in 1786. Quak- 
ers who entered the area in the 1750's held their first 
meeting in 1754 on Sara Lynch's farm, Chestnut Hill, 
which was. inherited by her son John Lynch. He built a 
ferry across the James River here in 1757 when only 17 
years of age. As many boats were unable to navigate the 
James River from Richmond, it was necessary to create an 
internal shipping center for Virginia. Construction of 
Lynchburg fulfilled this need and it was incorporated 

as a town in 1805 and as a city in 1852. 


During the Civil War, Lynchburg was an important Confed- 
erate Supply Base, with Union General David Stone attempt- 
ing to capture the city in June 1864 and was repulsed by 
Confederate General Jubal Early, and the surrender of 


Lee at Appomattox on April 9, 1865 occurred only 12 miles 
away.

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Commemorative

The first souvenir gold coins to be issued by the United 
States were authorized June 28, 1902 as a means to aid in 
the defrayment of the expenses for a Worlds Fair or expo- 
sition to celebrate the 100th anniversary of the Louisiana 
Purchase from France. There were two types of the coin 
struck and issued - one type portrays President Jefferson 
on the obverse and the other depicts President McKinley. 
Both coins have the same reverse design. 


Although Thomas Jefferson was a farmer and had large hold- 
ings of land in Virginia, his opposition to Great Britain 
was so vigorous that he was denounced as a traitor, to be 
hanged when apprehended. He was a man of simple habits 
and cared little for ceremonial rituals. As a member of 
the Continental Congress, he was responsible for the writ- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence; was Governor of 
Virginia 1779/1781; Minister to France 1785/1789; Secre- 
tary of State 1790/1793; Vice-President 1797/1801 and 
President 1801 to 1809. As an architect, he designed 

the University of Virginia and his own home Monticello, 
depicted on the reverse of the U.S. five cent coins 

since 1938. He wrote his own epitaph, "Here lies Thomas 
Jefferson, author of the American Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, of the Statute of Virginia for Religious Freedom, 
and the Father of the University of Virginia." Jeffer- 
son believed that home rule was the best form of govern- 
ment and early in his administration worked to lessen 

the expense of government. 


A series of incidents in 1803 produced the opportunity 
for the purchase of the Louisiana territory from Napo- 
leon Boneparte. Although Napoleon had no right to sell 
without the consent of Spain and the approval of French 
Assembly, and Jefferson doubted his own powers to acquire 
any territory, a deal was consumated for $15,000,000. 
Seventeen days later, on Nov. 30, 1803, an agent of 
France did receive from Spain the territory of Louisiana 
and in turn gave title to the United States. THis pur- 
chase of the Louisiana Territory was the most important 
event that had taken place in America since the Consti- 
tution was ratified, for it doubled the land area of

the country, providing virgin areas for settlement and 
growth. 


President McKinley signed into law the legislation creat- 
ing the International Exposition to be at St. Louis, Mo. 
to celebrate the Louisiana Purchase Centennial. Had he 
not been assassinated in Sept. 1901, he would have been 
in office at the time the Exposition was held. Authority 
for the issue of the souvenir gold coinage was enacted 
after his death as part of an appropriation amendment. 
The act contains no mention of two gold coins to be struck, 
so it is probable that only one was intended and that the 
McKinley issue was struck primarily as a memorial to the 
martyred President. 


Wm. McKinley (1843-1901) was born at Miles, Ohio. He 
fought in the Civil War, rising from private to the rank 
of Major. In 1876 he was elected to Congress where he 
remained for six successive terms. He was elected as the 
Republican candidate in the 1896 Presidential election. 
The chief issue was the free coinage of silver which the 
Republican platform opposed. During his term the Spanish 
American War occurred, and brought a victory for the 
United States. Elected to a second term in 1900, he was 
shot during a public reception in Buffalo, New York, at 
the Pan-American Exposition Sept. 4, 1901, dying nine 
days later. Vice-President Theodore Roosevelt at that 
time became the 26th President. 


To commemorate the 100th anniversary of the exploration 

of the Louisiana Territory and Oregon country by the Lewis 
and Clark expedition, a centennial celebration was held at 
Portland, Oregon. Authorized as the Lewis and Clark Expo- 
sition, a gold souvenir coin was authorized in April, 1904. 
As the exposition was open during the year 1905, coins 
dated 1905 were also issued. Proceeds from the sale of 
the coins, at $2 each, were used to erect a bronze statue f 
in Portland Oregon, to Sacagawea, Indian wife of Toussant 
Charbonneau, interpreter and guide to the expedition. 


The purchase of the Louisiana Territory in 1803 added a 


vast area of unexplored land to the United States. Presi- 
dent Jefferson commissioned his private secretary Merri- 
wether Lewis to organize and head an expedition to ex- 
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COMMEMORATIVE HISTORY TREK (continued) 


plore this new territory and to map a new route to the 
pacific through the northwest. Lewis selected William 
Clark, younger brother of George Rogers Clark (Revolu- 
tionary war Hero frontiersman) as a co-leader. This ex- 
pedition of 30 men left St. Louis Missouri territory on 
May 14, 1804. After successfully completing their mission 
they returned to St. Louis in Sept. 1806, with valuable 
information of the Indians, ciimate, and other pertinent 
information. A new route to the Pacific had been chart- 
ed, opening the way for settling of the Northwest. Merri- 
wether Lewis, whose portrait is on the reverse of the 

gold souvenir coin, was made Governor of the Louisiana 
Territory and while on a trip to Washington in 1809, was 
slain at an inn located at Natchez Trace. Wm. Clark, 
appointed as Governor of the Missouri Territory and 
Superintendent of Indian Affairs, retained this post until 
1821 when Missouri became a state and the office was 
abolished. Clark, as a military officer, served in the 
Winnebago and Blackhawk Indian uprisings. 
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Doug Decker reports that wife Eleanor is home from the 
hospital following surgery and is soon to be up and out 
again. 


Another member who was recently side-lined was Stuart 
Edgerton when some early morning chest pains landed him 
in the hospital for a week. He too is home, and paying 
attention to the physician.

American Numismatic Association 
1972 Convention Medal 
Issued by The Franklin Mint 


It's hard to know just where to start in attempting to 
report some of the highlights of the 8lst A.N.A. con- 
vention two weeks ago in New Orleans! Nearly 40 Cali- 
fornians journeyed down together on Sunday, August 13. 
Seven San Diegans joined the others in Los Angeles Suyn- 
day morning, namely Jim Hill, Dick Martin, Anna Merle 
Panosh,Ruth Gutschow, Ida Barker, and Al and Dorothy 
Baber. These were by no means the only San Diegans who 
attended the convention! The Edgertons went first down 
to Florida, arriving in New Orleans Monday night; Bever= 
ly and Lowell drove down, leaving here on Thursday, and 
arrived in time to meet our group at the airport Sunday 
afternoon; Dwight and Virginia leisurely drove down and 
spent two days then back on the road for them; Harvey 
Rose was there in a business capacity and was kept busy 
on the Bourse floor; Dick Thorpe, too, put in a brief 
appearance - for TAMS events.

(The "CSNA" emblem that Stuart Edgerton had for sale at 
the August meeting was very much in evidence on the 
wearing apparel of several of the local members - and 
received many complimentary comments.) 


The general business meeting on Wednesday, second day of 
the convention, consisted primarily of the reports of the 
Board members in charge of various programs and is very 
well covered in the numismatic publications.

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Commemorative 
History Trek 


To commemorate the 1lOOth anniversary of the admission of 
Alabama into the Union, celebrated in 1919, Congress 
authorized the mintage of a souvenirhalf dollar coin on 
May 10, 1920. Although the centennial celebration was 
started in 1919, the commemorative coins were not struct 
and issued until 1921. In October of that year, Presi- | 


dent Harding visited Birmingham and the first of the 
coins were offered for sale. 


On. the reverse. side of the, coin was, the insexiption 
1819_Centennial 1919; below the great seal of the State 
of A._abama (which consists of an eagle upon the United 
States shield with a ribbon in its beak,. bearing) ithe 
state motto "Here we Rest") attests to the event com- 
memorated. As the law required, the date of issue 1921 
appears on the obverse, below the accolated busts of 
William Wyatt Bibb (first governor of Alabama) and Thoma 
E. Kilby (Governor at the time the coin was issued). | 
In the background are 22 stars arranged in three rows 
denoting that Alabama was the 22nd state to be admitted 
to the United States. To further emphasize this, on the | 
first 6,000 coins struck, the figures 2x2 were incused 
in the area to the right of the portrait of the gover- 
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nors, and above the stars. Approximately 60,000 addi- 
tional coins were then struck without the 2x2 designa- 
tion. 


Governor Kilby has the distinction of being the first 
person to be portrayed on an American coin design 
while living. The first governor of Alabama, William 
Wyatt Bibb (1781- 1820) was a Welsh Huguenot. In April 
of 1817, President Monroe appointed Bibb governor of 
the newly formed Territory of Alabama, with its capitol 
at St. Stephens. In 1820, while horseback riding in a 
lightening and thunder storm, the horse became frighten- | 
ed and Bibb, thrown from the animal, sustained injuries } 
which resulted in his death. His brother, Thomes Bibb, 
as President of the Alabama Senate, succeeded to the 
office of State Governor. 


In February of 1861, a Convention of delegates from the 
Southern States met in Montgomery Alabama and formed a 
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COMMEMORATIVE HISTORY TREK - continued 


new Republic, calling it the Confederate States of 
America, electing Jefferson Davis of Mississippi Presi- 
dent and Alexander H. Stephens of Georgia as Vice Presi- 
dent and naming Montgomery as its capitol. This was to 
lead to the long and bloody Civil War between the States 
of the Union. When the war ended, Alabama was one of 
the former slave states wherein the former slaves given 
voting privileges outnumbered the white voters, result- 
ing in the Carpet Baggers from the North, and the for- 
mer slaves to acquire the public offices, and to vote 
themselves large salaries; and at public expense, buy- 
ing fine clothes, laces, perfumes, jewelry, horses, 
carriages, wines, cigars and properties of the dispos- 
sessed people. 


This condition existed until 1877 when President Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes withdrew the Federal Army of Occupation 
from the South. During this period of Army occupation 
of the South is when the formation of organizations such 
as the Klu Klux Klan began. Best known of the Confeder- 
ate Sea raiders was the Alabama Built in England, after 
a brief but effective career, she was destroyed off the 
French coast, sunk by the USS Kearsarge. Northerners, 
angry with the British, circulated a denouncement of 

the British with a picture of the Alabama, with the cap- 
tion "Built of English Oak in England, with English guns, 
manned by English and sunk in an English channel." 


The first mintage of a souvenir coin commemorating the 
centennial of admission of a state into the union was 
authorized June 1, 1918, in honor of the admission of 
Illinois to the Union. The design of this coin is per- 
haps one of the best designs to appear on a commemora- 
tive coin of a."state" issue. 


The obverse depicts Abraham Lincoln, beardless, as he 

was prior to 1860, with the inscription "Centennial of 
the State of Illinois", and the date 1918, with statu- 
tory legends around the background. Depicted upon the 
reverse is the arms of the State of Illinois, an eagle 
Standing on a rock and the United States shield with a 
rising sun in the background. In the eagles beak is a 
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COMMEMORATIVE HISTORY TREK - continued 


ribbon bearing the State motto "State Sovereignty, 
National Union." 


Abraham Lincoln although born Febr. 12, 1809, in Hardin 
County Kentucky, settled in Illinois in 1830 and became | 
Illinois' best known and most famous resident. Although 
Lincoln had little formal education, he schooled him- 
self and became a lawyer with a reputation of skill and| 
finesse. His early political career began with office 
in the State Legislature. Terms that expired in 1849 
in the Congress of the United States followed. Re- 
tiring to private life, he resumed the practice of law 
and though defeated for office in 1855 and 1858, he was | 
nominated by the Republican party for the Presidency. 
Elected in November 1860, his life and tenure of office’ 
is an open book-so extensive that nothing said here 
can add to that that has been recorded. 


Illinois as part of the Northwest territory was taken 
from the British by the hero George Rogers Clark dur- 
ing the Revolutionary war, to become part of the Indi- 
ana territory, becoming a separate territory in Febr. 
of 1809. Admitted as the 2lst state of the United 
States Dec. 3, 1818, with Vandalia as its capitol. 

In 1820, the city of Springfield became its second 
capitol, and still functions in that capacity. 


Illinois today has become an industrial, farming and 
mining giant among the States of our nation. The 
story of its progress from fur trading through Indian 
wars, beginnings of agriculture and mining, inception 
of industries make for the reader an interesting and 
thrilling novel of American life.

eThe obverse of this coin bears the Arms of the State of 
Maine, symbolic of the importance of the states timber 
resources, from which the state gained the name 'The 

e Pine Tree State". The reverse of this coin also refers 
to this tree symbol, for circling the inscription "Maine 
Centennial 1820-1920" is a wreath of pine. 

> 
Originally a separate province with Royal Charter grant- 
ed to John Mason and Sir Ferdinando Gorges to settle the 

» territory north of Massachusetts colony, Gorges took the 
area north of the Piscataqua Riger, and Mason acquired 
the southern portion. Both men tried to build colonies, 
Succeeding only in starting a few small settlements 
which for a number of years remained little more than 
trading posts with the Indians and fur trappers. By the 

1630's, settlers from Massachusetts in substantial nun- 
bers were moving northward and building settlements. The 
Puritan authorities watching this development decided 
to claim this territory as part of Massachusetts and by 

i the 1650's had managed to gain control over the territory. 
It was not until 1820 that the northern sector, or the 
Maine territory, was separated and entered the Union as 

‘ the 23rd state. Maine today remains sparsely populated, 
with its timber resources still furnishing a large por- 
tion of its economy. The fishing industry and the "Maine 

, pOtato" are elements that most often are associated with 
the state. Because Maine elections were held in Septem- 


ber, a political adage developed -- "As Maine goes, so 
does the Nation." 


To commemorate the 100th 
anniversary of the admis- 
Sion of Missouri into the ¥ 
Union, Congress, on March 4, %& ae 
1921, authorized the issue ae . 
of a souvenir half dollar marking the event, to be sold 
for $1 each at the Missouri Annual State Fair held at 
Sedalia Missouri. There were two varieties struck - 

one issue had on its obverse "24" above the date 18213 
denoting that Missouri was the 24th state to enter the 
Union. The other variety does not carry this "2*4" 
above the date. The 2*4 variety was coined in a limit- 
ed number and therefore is the more scarce of the issue. 


Ks 
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The obverse of both varieties depicts a frontiersman 
with a coonskin hat and a deerskin coat, alluding to 
the role these men played in the early exploration and 
settlement of the Territory of ‘thesStatey This /thene 
is also part of the reverse design of both issues, 
Showing the Standing figure of an Indian and a Fron- 
tiersman, 


The first exploration of the Missouri area was probably 
by the Spanish explorer in 1541. Settlement was by the 
French who traversed the Mississippi River from the 
settltment of New Orleans and from the north came the 
French trappers and traders; and when lead deposits were, 
found in the territory, miners were eager to capitalize 
on the discovery. A trading post was established which 
became the permanent settlement of St. Louis, the gate- 
way into the new frontier of western territory. 


The Louisiana Territory purchase in 1803 opened this 

vast area of new frontier to settlement and after the 
war of 1812 many people emigrated westward. The land 
Sale Congress held in 1821 offered the lands on the 
Missouri River for $1.25 an acre, bringing many new 
settlers into the Missouri Territory. Daniel Boone 

the frontiersman, after suffering financial reverses | 
in the East, came to Missouri and settled near the mouth 
of the Missouri River above the town of St. Louis. Pros-| 
pering, he was ablt later to visit Kentucky and to 
liquidate his debts. 


COMMEMORATIVE HISTORY TREK - continued 


In 1850 Missouri asked to be admitted to the Union. This 
request raised a question; slavery was a political issue 
at the time. Should the states formed from the Louisiana 
Purchase be admitted as states in which Slavery should be 
allowed; or in which Slavery should be prohibited? Opin- 
ion in the Senate was evenly divided with Senators from 
eleven states on each side. Whichever group acquired a 
je mew state would gain two votes. The majority of people 
7 from Missouri favored slavery, so the anti Slavery group 
was against the admission of Missouri.

Commemorative 
History Trek 


As an aid to the procurement of funds for the erection 
of community buildings at Bethel and Georgetown, Ohio, 
and to construct a short road from New Richmond to Pt. 
Pleasant Ohio, as memorials to Ulysses S. Grant, it was 
proposed that 200,000 gold dollars be struck as souve- 
nir coins and sold at a premium. Adverse opinion about 
the use of so much gold for such a purpose led Congress 


to autho- rize the mintage 
of 10,000 gold dollars as 
souvenirs . and the mintage of 
a maximum si, of 250,000 silver 
half dol- f lars to be sold at 
a premium for the purpose. 
Coinage for both coins was 


authorized eatin Se Febr 2, 1922 and 
designated Grant Memorial coins. The design of both 
issues have on the obverse Ulysses S. Grant in military 
uniform. Reverse of both issues are the same, picturing 
the log cabin where Grant was born with a fence in front 
and trees around. There were two varieties of each 
issue of coin. Some 5,000 coins of the dollars and the 
same number of the half dollars were incused with a five- 
pointed star in the field above the word "Grant" to 
create a variety of this issue. These coins sold at a 
higher premium than the bulk of the issues which did not 
have the star in the design. 


Ulysses Simpson Grant, born Apr. 27, 1822, graduated 
from West Point in 1843 and a few years later served in 
the Mexican War. He married Julia Dent and, intent on 
pursuing a military career, stayed in service until 1854 
when his drinking habits drew repeated reprimands from 
his superior officers and caused his resignation from 
his commission in the army. During the next six years, 
he held a number of jobs in the midwest and at the out- 
break of the Civil War, he sought a command with the 
Union forces. Commissioned a Brigadier General, his 
successes in the field brought about the promotion from 
President Lincoln to Lt. General, Commander of all the 
Union armies. His dogged implacable policy of concentrat- 
ing on dividing and destroying the Confederate Armies 
brought the war to an end in 1865.

Grant merged from the war in a blaze of glory and a nation- 
al hero. Congress in 1866 made him General, the first full 
General of the Army since George Washington. It was 
Ulysses S. Grants unhappy destiny to occupy the 'White 
House" during a period when graft and corruption infect- 

ed every level of Government - federal, state and local. 
Unfortunately, his lack of political experience and his 
blind trust in friends and disreputable political and fi- 
nancial associates tarnished his reputation and his eight 
year administration (1869-1877) has been called "the dark- 
est page in the history of the Nation's presidents". Com- 
pleting his second term as President in 1877, Grant then 
toured Europe for two years, returning to the United States 
in time to accede to a third term boom, but was beaten in 
the Convention of 1880. 


Lacking business experience, Grant suffered repeated losses 
and in 1884, a business partner betrayed his trust and the 
firm went bankrupt, leaving Grant nearly penniless and cri- 
tically ill with cancer. In a desperate effort to recoup 
and recover some of his former wealth.for his family's 
security, Grant worked day and night to complete his 
"Personel Memoirs", finishing his task only four days 
before his death in New York on July 23, 1885. Grant 

thus won his last big battle, for his "Memoirs" earned 

more than $450,000 to provide his family with the security 
for which he had so valiantly fought. General U.S. Grant, 
inarticulate, taciturn, indifferent to the frailities of 
friends and prone to give blind loyalty, a brilliant mili- 
_tarist and able general, essentially an honest upright 
man, should never have accepted the Presidency, for he 

was an innocent in the world of politica and high fin- 
ance, 


Congress authorized on January 24, 1923, the issuance 

of a half dollar coin to commemorate the Centennial of 
the Monroe Doctrine. Proceeds from the sale of the coins 
were to be used for the financing of a "First Annual 
American Historical Revue and Motion Picture Industry 
Exposition" with the Monroe Doctrine Centennial to be 
featured at Los Angeles, California, during the month 

of June. Of the 274,077 coins issued, many were placed 
into circulation at face value, giving credence to the

idea that the coinage issue was more for publicity for 
the Motion Picture Industry than to raise funds for the 
Exposition. 


Accolated busts of James 
Monroe and John Quincy 
Adams is the design on the # 
obverse of the coin. On 
the reverse, two figures, 
representing North and 
South America, in contour 
typifying the Western Hemisphere, are in a pose of North 
America holding out a sprig of olive as a token of peace 
while South America is holding out a cornucopia, or horn 
of plenty. Faint lines through the field represent cur- 
rents of the ocean. In the lower left field appears a 
scroll and quill pen (the Monroe Doctrine) which divides 
the dates 1823-1923; circling the border is "Monroe 
Doctrine Centennial - Los Angeles". 


In 1775, North and South America were mainly composed 

of English and Spanish colonies. By 1822, these colo- 
nies had been transformed into republics, preserving the 
civilization which their settlers had brought from the 
European World, but free to arrange and manage their own 
affairs, guarding their own interests with a patriots 
zeal. 


In 1823, King Ferdinand of Spain requested that the 
governments of France, Austria, Prussia and Russia join 
him in taking an expedition to America for the purpose 
of reclaiming from the revolutionary colonies the lands 
formerly claimed by the European powers. It was his 
belief that these European monarchs and their advisers 
would remember their suffering from the revolutionary 
armies and would be anxious to put revolutions every- 
where and would help him recover his authority in the 
Spanish colonies in America. Britain who controlled the 
Atlantic, opposed the plan, fearing loss of the colonial 
trade and control of the seas, and suggested through 
George Canning, Chief Minister of England, that England 
and the United States join in a declaration that they 
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COMMEMORATIVE HISTORY TREK - continued; 


would oppose any plans of the European monarchs for a 
conquest of the Americas. John Quincy Adams, Secretary 
of State of the U.S., urged that the United States make 
its own declaration, separately from that of the British 
"rather than come in as a cock-boat in the wake of a 
British man-of-war'. England informed France that she 
would oppose any plan to subdue the Americas and Great 
Britain controlled the seas. This made the planned expe- 
dition impossible. When the United States Congress met 
in December, President Monroe presented the American 
Declaration that the United States would resist any attempt 
to oppress or to change the government of any free repub- 
lic in the America -- the American continents were no 
longer open for colonization by any European power or 
government. There, however, was no intention to meddle 
with any European colonies, which like Canada, were still 
in existence on this side of the Atlantic. Spain was 
soon obliged to acknowledge the independence of the Span- 
ish American republics and Russia agreed in 1824 not to 
extend her Alaskan territories south of the parallel 

54' 40'. 


An excerpt of the 1823 Monroe Doctrine...... 

"The American continents....are henceforth not to be con- 
sidered as subjects for future colonization by any Europ- 
€an powers... Our policy in regard to Europe, which was 
adopted at an early stage of the wars, which have so long 
plagued that quarter of the globe, nevertheless remains 
the same, which is not to interfere in the internal con- 
cerns of any of its power...." 


Too bad that we did not adhere to this declaration!

HISTORY TREK 


The centennial of the founding of Fort Vancouver was 
the event celebrated in 1925, with Congress authoriz- 
ing the issue of a souvenir half dollar coin as a com- 
memorative. Proceeds from the sale of these coins, 

at $1 each, were to aid in the staging of a pageant 
for the celebration. 
Featured as the device 
on the obverse of the 
coin is the portrait of 
Dr. John McLaughlin, 
1784-1857, who built 
the fort on the Colum- 
bia River in 1825. Un- 
til the early 1820's, 
the Pacific Northwest 
or Oregeon territory 

as it was known as, was claimed simultaneously by 

four nations - Spain, Russia, Great Britain and the 
United States, Spain gave up its claim in 1819, 

and Russia withdrew its claims in 1824. Great britain 
based their claim to this country on voyages made by 
Sir Francis Drake in 1577-1580, and Captain James 

Cook in 1776-1778. Britain encouraged fur traders 

to enter the area to trade with the Indians for the 
valuable beaver and other animal pelts. This fur 
trade was controlled by the Hudson's Bay Company, 

who established their western headquarters at Fort 
Vancouver, presided over by Dr. McLaughlin, a shrewd 
and capable Canadian. 


The United States had established claim to the terri- 
tory in 1792 when a merchant sea captain from Boston, 
Capt. Robert Gray, discovered the Columbia River and 
began trading with the Indians and fur trappers for 
pelts. This claim was strengthened when fur traders 
travelled overland to the Oregon Country for a period 
of ten years. This treaty was renewed ten years iater 
afterSpain and Russia had given up their claims. 


The rivalry that existed for the fur trade in Oregon 
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COMMEMORATIVE HISTORY TREK - continued 


territory brought about one of the most interesting 
periods of American industrial periods, and did much 
to create the fortune of John Jacob Astor. This far 
western fur trade began in earnest after the return of 
the Lewis and Clark expedition, and centered in St. Louis. 
One company, Rocky Mountain Fur Company, outfitted rug- 
ged "mountain men" who lived like Indians and traded 

» with them, often taking one of the Indian maidens as a 
bride, These trappers and traders contributed much to 
the later settlement of the west, for it was their 
trails the colonists followed to settle the West. 


Another important venture in the fur trade was initiat- 
> ed in New York in 1808, when John Jacob Astor formed the 
American Fur Company, and throughout the vast North 
American continent of fur trading, he engaged in bitter 
contests with his American and British rivals. In 1811 
he built a fort at Astoria near the mouth of the Colum- 
bia River in the Oregon country. In 1812, the BriLisiy, 
- claiming the region was British territory, drove Astor's 
men from the fort, only to have them regain possession 
in a short time. The competition for the fur trade be- 
came so heated that finally Great Britain's Hudson's 
Bay Company built Fort Vancouver in 1825. Dr. McLaughlin 
encouraged settlement of Willamette Valley, and in 1842 
laid out Oregon City, just south of Vancouver, where he 
retired in 1846. This territory passed into American 
hands and in 1849, Dr. McLaughlin became an American 
citizen. 


The Stone Mountain Confederate Monument's Association 
petitioned Congress to authorize the issue of a comme- 
« Morative coin, to be sold at a premium for the purpose 
of obtaining funds for the carving of a memorial to 
the valor of the soldiers of the South, and as a memo- 
rial to Warren G. Harding, President of the United 
States, Authority for the coinage of a half dollar 
coin, to be sold for a dollar each, was enacted on 
» March 17, 1924, and on "Stonewall" Jackson's 101st 
birthday, January 21, 1925, the first pieces were struck. 
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COMMEMORATIVE HISTORY TREK - continued: 


The coin's obverse pictures 

General Thomas J. "Stonewall" 
Jackson and General Robert E 
Lee on horseback, with thir- 
teen stars above, represent- 
ing the thirteen stars on the 
Confederate flag, and at low- 
er left, "Stone Mountain 1925". 
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Stone Mountain in northwest Georgia, more than seven 
miles around at its base, is one of the largest expos- 
ed domes of granite known to exist. Gutzon Borglum 
was commissioned in 1916 to carve a Confederate memo- 
rial on the sheer northeast side of the mountain. 

The design was to have Generals Lee and Jackson, 
leading a procession of soldiers. Due to Wordd 

War I, nothing was accomplished until 1923, when 
Borglum began the actual carving of the figures. 

On January 19, 1924, the head of General Lee was un- 
veiled. From this point on, relations between the 
sculptor and the Stone Mountain Confederate Monument 
Association deteriorated and Borglum quit the project 
in 1925, destroying his models and leaving the work 
unfinished. August Lukeman, another sculptor, later 
carved a new design on the face of the mountain, so 
the design on the commemorativecoin is not a minia- 
ture reproduction of the memorial. 


Robert E. Lee was born at Stratford, Virginia, on 
January 19, 1807, the son of the Revolutionary General 
Henry "Light Horse'' Lee, and graduated from West Point 
in 1829, and served in the Mexican war as a Captain 

of engineers in General Winfield Scott's army. From 
1852 through 1855 he was superintendent of West Point 
and then promoted to rank of Lieutenant Colonel of 

the 2nd Cavalry and ordered to duty in Texas. On 
leave in 1859, he led the Marines in the capture of 
John Brown at Harpers Ferry. Returned to Texas duty 
in 1861, General Scott recalled Lee and offered him 

a field command in the United States forces. Sympathy 
for his home state of Virginia, whose threatened 
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secession from the Union was imminent caused Lee to 
decline and resign from the army. On April 20, 1861, 
when Virginia seceded, he accepted command of that 
states military forces and in May replaced General 

J. E. Johnston as the commander of the Confederate Army 
of Northern Virginia. General Lee was perhaps the great- 
est General to have served either side during the Civil 
War. Lacking men and supplies, he inflicted many de- 
feats to superior. forces and from 1864 on, his defensive 
strategy prevented the loss of the Confederate capitol 
at Richmond until the very end. General Lee was not 
only held in high regard by the troops who served un- 
der him, but was greatly admired and respected by the 
fighting forces of the North. After the war, General 
Lee became President of Washington College, now Wash- 
ington and Lee University. He died in 1870, and his 
home, the mansion built by Martha Washington's son 

John Parke Custis, is now a part of Arlington Nation- 

al Cemetery. 


Thomas Jonathon "Stonewall" Jackson was born on Janu- 
ary 21, 1824 at Clarksburg, Virginia (now West Virgi- 
nia), graduated from West Point in 1846 and served in 
the Mexican war. He resigned from the army in 1852 to 
teach at the Virginia Military Institute, the "West 
Point of the South'"'’. At the outbreak of the Civil War 
he was commissioned as Colonel in the Virginia troops 
and shortly after was promoted to rank of Brigadier 
General in the Confederate forces. In the first battle 
of Bull Run, Jackson, in command of the section of the 
southern forces, stood firm against repeated attacks 

by the Union forces whereas one brother officer exclaim- 
ed; "See Jackson - he stands there like a stone wall", 

A fresh contingent of Confederate soliders appeared, 

and skillfully led, they charged the Union forces who 
wavered, broke ranks and fled. In the panic that fol- 
lowed, many never stopped until they reached Washington 
some thirty miles distant. From the period of this in- 
cident, Jackson was known as "Stonewall". Jackson's 
Shenandoah Valley campaign of 1862 is one of the classics 
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of military strategy. He defeated three separate 
Union armies, and prevented the Western Federal Army 
from reinforcing McClelland. Later in the same year 
Jackson aided Lee in the seven days battles, cooper- 
ating in the strategy that resulted in Confederate 
victories at Second Bull Run, and the capture of 
Harpers Ferry. Jackson was accidently shot by his 
own men after having executed a flank march which 
surprised Union General Hooker, and contributed to 
Lee's victory at Chancellorsville. Pneumonia set 

in and resulted in the death of General Jackson. 


Great as these two men were as military leaders, it 
was the men in the ranks who, with perseverance and 
great courage, sacrificed, suffered and fought through 
the long years of war for a cause they believed to be 
right. It is fitting that a memorial etched in metal 
to last through time be dedicated to their valor and 
memory.

Commemorative 
History Trek 


The law creating the Oregon Trail Memorial commemorative 
half dollar on May 17, 1926 reads: "An act to authorize 
the coinage of fifty cent pieces in commemoration of the 
heroism of the fathers and mothers who travelled the Ore- 
gon Trail to the far west with great hardship, daring 

and loss of life, which not only resulted in adding new 
states to the Union, but earned a well-deserved and im- 
perishable fame for the pioneers; to honor the 20,000 
dead that lie buried in unknown graves along two thousand 
miles of that great highway of history; to rescue the 
various important points along the old trail from oblivion 
and to commemorate with suitable monuments, memorial or 
otherwise, the tragic events associated with that emigra- 
tion, erecting them along the trail or otherwise in lo- 
calities suitable for the purpose, including the city of 
Washington." 


The Oregon Trail Memorial Association, appointed to 
handle the sale of the coins, farmed out to coin dealers 
a large part or the entire amount of some issues. Con- 
gress had authorized the striking of 6 million coins, 
and the first year of mintage (1926) approximately 
130,000 coins were struck. Some 6,000 more were struck 
in 1928, bearing that date, but were not released to the 
Commission until 1933. In 1933, 5,000, bearing the 1933 
date, were minted and released to the Commission who 
turned over to the Scott Stamp and Coin Company of New 
York the sale and distribution of the 1928, 1933, 1934 
and 1936 issues, with the exception of a few pieces re- 
served for patriotic societies. With the 1937 issues, 
the coins were again sold directly to the Commission. 
Unfortunately, this issue after issue of the Oregon Trail 
coin created abuses that were ultimately to cause Con- 
gress to pass a bill and bring the issue to an end, 


The obverse of all issues 
depicts a standing Indian 
with outstretched hand in 
an attitude of opposition 
to the western advance of 
the "paleface", In the 

background is an outline

map of the United States. In the northwest portion appears 
a line of Conestoga wagons, indicating the Oregon Trail. 
The reverse of all issues has a Conestoga Wagon, heading 
towards a setting sun - the only change being the date 

of issue. 


Credit goes to Elijah White for leading the first train 
of immigrants to reach Oregon in 1842. Jesse Applegate 
in 1843 led a train of over 900 persons and more than a 
thousand head of livestock over the trail. Four wagon 
trains made the journey in 1844, and in 1845, another 
3,000 persons, travelling in a number of trains, follow- 
ed. From that period, for a number of years, many thou- 
sands of individuals made the trip each year to settle in 
the Oregon Country, 


The trail started from several points in Missouri, Inde-- 
pendence or St. Joseph. Going northwest, the route gen- 
erally followed the Platte River until it branched off 
into the North and South Platte. Taking the North Platte 
they proceeded until the trail reached Fort Laramie, 

then throughthe mountains to the South Pass to Fort 
Bridger. From here, the Oregon Trail turned northward 

to Fort Hall on the Snake River, where it started a 

hard climb across the Blue Mountains in Oregon Territory. 
Once the mountains were crossed, the trail divided so 
that the end of the trail shifted as the settlements 
spread. With the advancement of railroad transportation 
and other western routes, the Oregon Trail fell into ob- 
scurity and was rescued from oblivion in 1907 by Ezra 
Meeker, who made the trip by ox team and covered wagon. 


On June 15, 1933, Congress authorized the issue of a 

half dollar coin to commemorate the Texas Independence 
Centennial. Although the centennial would not occur 

until 1936, the Texas Centennial Commission hoped to se- 
cure enough funds from the advance sale of the coins to 
finance a celebration. The first issue was struck only 

at the Philadelphia mint. Issues of 1935, 1936, 1937 and 
1938 were struck at all three of the mints, and were dis- 
tributed by the Commission, with the exception of the 1938 
issue, which was sold by the Memorial Museum of the Univer- 
sity of Texas to obtain funds for the museum. 
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COMMEMORATIVE TREK - continued.... 


The obverse of the design of all issues were the same 
(the only change occurring in the date of issue) feat- 
uring a "Lone Star", representing Texas, upon which an 
eagle is superimposed, symbolizing the United States. 


The reverse shows a winged victory holding in her right 
hand an olive branch. Beneath her outstretched left 
hand is a miniature of the Alamo, under which are the 
dates "1836-1936.'"' Above Victory's wings appear flags, 
to symbolize Texas under six flags - Spain, France, 
Mexico, the Republic of Texas, the United States and 
the Confederate States of America. The word "Liberty" 
appears on a scroll in 
front of the flags. At 
the left side in the 
field of the coin is a 
medallion portrait of 
General Sam Houstan,. 
At right, a similar 
medallion portrays 
Stephen F. Austin, with their names immediately below. 
Around the border appears the inscription "Remember 
the Alamo", 


Though Cabeza de Vaca, shipwrecked off the Texas coast 
in 1528, explored the area, and Coronada in 1541, fol- 
lowed by De Soto in 1542, there was little settling by 
the Spanish until the French in adjacent Louisiana pos- 
ed a threat to the loss of the territory. This spurred 
the Spanish into founding missions and a few settle- 
ments in the territory. Events leading to the Texas 
independence began with Moses Austin, who went to Texas 
in 1820 to obtain Spanish permission to settle 300 
families in the area. Permission was granted in 1821 
with Moses Austin dying shortly thereafter. His son, 
Stephen F. Austin, took over and the immigration was 
completed, Revolution in Mexico severed the areas 

ties with Spain, and it became necessary to get the 
grant confirmed by the Méxican Government. Although 
the grant was continued, American settlers arrived so 
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HISTORY TREK - continued...... 


fast in the area that soon the Mexican government fear- 
ed American siezure of Texas. 


Mexico attempted to tighten its control and the settlers 
resistance led to open revolt in 1835, and a declaration 
of independence on March 2, 1836. Clashes with the Mexi- 
can authorities had occurred all through the year of 
1835, and with the American blocking the efforts of the 
Mexican troops at San Antonio to sieze cannon that had 
been given them for protection against the Indians, and 
with the defeat of a large Mexican force at San Antonio, 
General Antonio Lopez de Santa Ana decided to bring the 
revolutionaries back into the Mexican Republic by des- 
troying the Fort Alamo, a former mission that had been 
taken over by the Texans and fortified. 


In February 1836, the Mexican General Santa Ana led a 
force of several thousand soldiers to take the fort, 
and put down the rebellion. Although lightly garrison- 
ed, the Alamo held out in a siege that began on Febru- 
ary 24th and lasted until March 6th, when, in hand-to- 
hand combat, the "Alamo" fell to the Mexicans. Nearly 
200 Texans lost their lives, but not in vain, for this 
event united the various factions in Texas, with the 
slogan "Remember the Alamo", and the larger army of 
Santa Ana was defeated by General Sam Houston's Texas 
forces at San Jacinto on April 21, 1836, to make Texas 
a free and independent nation. Sam Houston, a winning 
general and hero, nosed out Austin to become the Texas 
Republic's first president - Austin becoming the first 
Secretary of State, until his death. Popular vote 
ratified a treaty between the United States and Texas 
on annexation on October 13, 1845, and on December 29th, 
Texas entered the Union as the 28th state. This dev- 
elopment strained relations between Mexico and the 
United States for Mexico still considered Texas as part 
of the Republic of Mexico. In 1846, war resulted, and 
in 1848, the United States emerged victorious. 


Texas seceded from the Union on February 1, 1861, to 
come under the dominatim of a sixth government, or 
flag, as part of the Trans-Mississippi Department. 

Texas was the last of the Confederacy to surrender. 
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HISTORY TREK - continued.... 


The last military battle was fought at Palo Pinto, 
Texas on May 13, 1865, with the Confederates winning. 
When General Kirby Smith surrendered on May 26, 1865, 
Lincoln, the Union President, had been dead for over 

a month, and Lee had surrendered to Grant on April 9th. 


Until Alaska became a state, Texas was the largest of 
the states in the Union, and as part of its annexation 
agreement, it may, if it so desires, divide into as 
many as five separate states.

The 100th anniversary of the establishment of the Terri- 
tory of Wisconsin was commemorated by the issue of a spe- 
cial coin - authorized by Congress on May 15, 1936. This 
commemorative half dollar has on the obverse as its con- 
trol device a badger poised on a log, and in the back- 
ground three arrows and an olive branch, arranged verti- 
cally, alluding to the war with the Indians and their 
pacification which made possible the formation of the 
»Wisconsin Territory. 


The reverse displays the Great 
Seal of the State of Wisconsin 
consisting of an arm holding 
a pick axe over a pile of lead § 
= ore with the inscription 
4th day of July 
Anna Domini 

1836 


* Explored by Jean Nicolet of Canada in his search for a 

» northwest passage in 1634, the area became a part of New 
France until France ceded to the British at the end of 
the French and Indian Wars. Following the American Revo- 
lutionary War, in 1783, as part of the peace settlement, 
Britain ceded the Wisconsin area to the United States but 

© it was not until after the War of 1812 that the United 

States gained effective control of the territory. Complete 

control by the United States gave John Jacob Astor's 

* American Fur Company a control over much of the booming 

_ fur trade, formerly dominated by the Hudson's Bay Com- 

pany.

' In the 1820's workable lead deposits were discovered in 
the southwestern area of the territory, bringing many new 

“settlements into being. The continued expansion of new 
settlers into the territory alarmed the Indians, result- 
ing in the Black Hawk Indian War of the 1830's. With the 
defeat of the Indians, Wisconsin which had been a part of 

the Michigan Territory, was on April 20, 1836, made a 
separate Territory. The Territorial legislators, persuad- 
ed by land speculators, selected Madison as the Capitol 
before it was even built. On May 30, 1848, Wisconsin be-

came the 30th state to enter the Union, After admis- 
Sion, Wisconsin experienced a large influx of immigrants 3 
from Europe -- Germans, Poles, Swiss, Irish and Scan- 
dinavians, tired of the political furors that continual- 
ly erupted into wars. Centers of these nationalities 
still exist in Wisconsin, retaining many of their native 
customs, Perhaps this admixture of nationalities ex- 
plains the social legislation that Wisconsin pioneer- ‘ 
ed -- pensions for the blind in 1907; old age assist- 
ance in 1925; unemployment compensation in 1932 and 
others.

ssay Commissioner 


Early in February, following publication of the last 
Bulletin, Dorothy Baber was notified that she had been 
appointed by President Nixon to serve on the annual Assay 
Commission in Philadelphia at the U. S. Mint. The com- 
missioners meet on the second Wednesday of each February 
to ascertain if Mint officials are complying with the 
nation's coinage laws. This year there were 21 commis- 
sioners appointed, with 19 of them being listed on the 
A.N.A. membership rolls and the other two admitting to 
collecting coins in their younger days. This was, as 

far as could be determined, the largest group of numis- 
matists to serve on an Assay Commission in the history 

of the Commission. Also noteworthy is that three of 

the Commissioners hold membership in the San Diego Numis- 
matic Society - Dorothy, Russ Rulau and Paul Whitnah. 


This distinction was also awarded to Al Baber, in 1969, 
and now the man and wife teams having served on an Assay 
Commission number approximately twelve.

Centennial commemorative half dollar, the reverse to 
use the same design struck on the previous issues, 
The new design featured 
the portrait of Senator 
Joseph T. Robinson. 
Robinson was living at 
the time of the minting 
of the coins, but died 

on July 14, 1937, becom- 
ing one of the few people 
to have this honor. In 
1928 he was on the ticket with Al Smith, Democratic 
candidate for President, and Vice President in the 
1928 election. From 1933-1937, he was majority lead- 
er in the Senate and was responsible for the passage 
of many of Roosevelt's "Wew Deal" measures,

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Commemorative 
History Trek 


To commemorate the centennial year of the admission 
of Arkansas into the Union as the 25th state, Con- 
gress in May 14, 1934, authorized the coinage of a 
souvenir half dollar coin which would be sold at a 
premium to finance a Centennial celebration. At- 
though the centennial year was not until 1936, the 
first issue of coinage was struck in 1935, from all 
three mints, and continued to be struck and issued 
through 1936, 1937,1938 and 1939. The obverse of 
all coins in this commemorative bear the same de- 
sign, accolated heads of an Indian chief of 1836, 
and an American girl of 
1936, who has "Liberty" 
inscribed on her hat 
band. The reverse of 

all have an eagle with 
spread wings atop a ris- 
ing sun; and in the back- 
ground, a star-studded 
diamond-shaped emblem 
from the Arkansas State flag. The four stars in the 
center with Arkansas indicate the state under four 
flags - Spain,France, United States and the Confed- 
eracy. The three lower stars of the center group 
denote that Arkansas was the 3rd state to be organiz- 
ed from the Louisiana Territory. 


The history of Arkansas began with Hernando de Soto, 
searching for the mythical El Dorado, who with 600 
followers, wandered over a region now lying within 
the area of six southern states, discovering the 
Mississippi River, and then wandered for a year west 
of the river, through the swamps and forests that 
are now a part of Aikansas. There, worn out from 
hardship and ill with malarial fever, De Soto died, 


and his army secretly buried him in the Mississippi 
River. 


Another Spaniard, Francisco Vasquez de Coronado, a 
friend of the Governor of Mexico, received a grant 


as

to search for the Seven Cities of Cibola and Quivira, 
said to be made of gold and to hold great wealth. 

Like De Soto, Coronado wandered over much of the south- 
west and reached the area now Arkansas and Kansas in 
1541, then turned back and gave up the hunt, having 
found only the adobe and stone pueblos of the Indians. 


More than a century later, Frenchman Jacques Marquette 
and Louis Joliet explored the area, followed a year ‘ 
later by Robert Cavalier La Salle, commander of Fort 
Frontenac, who planned to build forts and settlements 

to trade with the Indians. La Salle, like his pre- 
decessors, wandered over much of this same southwest, 
through swamps, forests, bayous and prairies until 

his followers, weary of the hardships, mutinied and 
killed their leader, La Salle. 


A year later, Henri de Tonto, a Lieutenant of the 

slain La Salle, established Arkansas Post on the Ark- 
ansas River, the first white settlement among the 
friendly Quapaw Indians. This Arkansas Post was a 
confederate stronghold during the Civil War, and was 
finally taken by General McClelland in late 1863. 


At the close of the Seven Year Wars in Europe, in 
1763, France was forced to cede to England all her 
American Colonies east of the Mississippi. Spain was 
forced to give up Florida, a loss that France tried 
to make up to Spain by giving her all the French ter- 
ritory west of the Mississippi. When Napoleon Bona- 
parte came into power, he compelled Spain to agree to 
return to France this American Louisiana Territory 
upon his demand. In 1803, Napoleon sold this terri- 
tory to the United States, through President Thomas 
Jefferson, for $15,000,000. In 1819, the Territory 
of Arkansas was formed from a part of the southern 
section of this land, and in 1836 was admitted into 
the Union as the 25th state. 


In 1936, Congress authorized the use of a different 
design for the obverse of the Arkansas Statehood

Commemorative 
History Trek 


On May 15, 1936, Congress authorized the issue of a 
half dollar coin to commemorate the centennial year of 
the incorporation of the city of Bridgeport, Conn., a 
city that had been settled in 1639 and long-noted for 
its production of brass ware and the chief industrial 
center of the state, 


Industrially, Bridgeport has contributed much to America. 
It was here that Elias Howe built his factory in 1863 to 
produce his invention, the sewing machine. It has been 
said that Bridgeport is the "Arsenal for Democracy" for 
much of the military supplies of the Civil and World 
Wars were produced in its industrial plants. For many 
years Bridgeport was the inwter quarters of the 'Great- 
est Show on Earth.' 


The obverse design of the 
Bridgeport commemorative 
half dollar has as its main 
feature a bust of Phineas T,. 
Barnum, with his name below. 
An ultra-modernistic eagle 
is depicted on the coin's 
reverse, 


Phineas T. Barnum is perhaps best remembered for his 
Statement, "A sucker is born every minute."' He was 
probably the worlds greatest showman. Born at Bethel, 
Conn. July 5, 1810, Barnum considered Bridgeport his 
home. His formal education consisted of the public 
schools, for at age 13, he became a clerk in a country 
store and at 18, secretly married, he went into the 
"Lottery" business. At 19, he moved to Danbury, Conn., 
where he edited a paper, the "Herald of Freedom", His 
editorials were not always accurate and often slander- 
ed, and once he served 60 days in jail for libel. Mov- 
int to New York in 1834, for$l,000 he bought a black 
woman, alleged to have been 161 years of age, and the 
nurse to George Washington when he was a baby. This 
woman, Joice Heath, was exhibited by Barnum in various 
cities and by the time she died, Barnum realized that 
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his future and fortune lay in the world of show busi- 
ness. Purchasing the Scudders and the Peales old museums 
in 1842, he combined them and established the American 
Museum in New York. Featuring bearded ladies and freaks 
of nature such as the Fiji mermaid and General Tom Thumb, 
he was able, through his extravagant use of advertisement 
and ballyhoo, to lure the public into his shows, and in 
the process, make a fortune, Incidently, many of the 
attractions he featured also made their fortunes, like 
Tom Thumb and Jenny Lind. 


Backing Jenny Lind, the "Swedish Nightingale" in a tour 
of the United States at $1,000 per night for 150 nights 
in 1850 and 1851, Barnum publicized her so effectively 
that the newspapers followed her every move. Parades 
were held in her honor, her portrait was avidly sought 
and a number of medals were issued in her honor. By 
selling the tickets to her performances at auction, 
Barnum was able to make $700,000 from the tour. Unfor- 
tunately though, speculation and the failure of a clock 
factory, by 1857, Barnum had lost all and was heavily 
in debt for notes that he had Signed for others. Turn- 
ing to politics, he became mayor of Bridgeport and then 
a legislator for Connecticut, in 1866, losing the race 
for Congress, 


In 1871, Barnum re-entered the world of show business 

by forming the "Greatest Show on Earth", consisting of 

a traveling circus, a museum, menageria and side shows, 

Ten years later, he merged with James A Bailey and the 

Barnum and Bailey's circus was formed - to become world 

famous, touring Europe on four separate occations, 

_ Through the years, Barnum and Bailey's circus became an 
American tradition and when Barnum died in 1891, he left 

a fortune of $5,000,000, but it is estimated that he had 

acquired many times this amount from his talents as a 

~ showman, 


Barnum is buried in Bridgeport, the city where in 1883 
the Barnum Museum of Natural History was established in 
his honor at Tufts College - the city wherein there are 
_ also statues of the man as memorials, but the greatest 
memorial is the one created by Barnum himself - "The 
Circus" - the greatest show on earth. 
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Another special coinage of 50 cent pieces was authoriz- 
ed by Congress on May 15, 1936 in commemoration of the 
Centennial celebration of Cleveland, Ohio, on the occa- 
sion of the Great Lakes Exposition held in Cleveland 
during 1936-1937. 


This coin has on the ob- 
verse a bust of Moses 
Cleveland, and on the re- 
verse a map of the Great 
Lakes region, with a com- 
pass pointed to Cleveland. 
Nine Great Lake cities 

are marked by stars - Mil- 
waukee, Duluth, Chicago, 
Detroit, Toledo, Buffalo,Toronto and Rochester. The 
centennial referred to is that of the incorporation of 
Cleveland in 1836 - not to the year of its founding. 
Moses Cleaveland laid out the town in 1796. 


Cleaveland, from Waterbury, Conn., born Jan. 29, 1754, 
was a veteran of the REvolutionary War; had answered 

the Lexington Alarm and relief of Boston. He served 
with General Washington's army and was discharged as a 
Captain in 1781. A graduate of Yale, he began the prac- 
tice of law in Canterbury, Conn., in 1781, following 
his army service. He became interested in the projects 
to settle the West and became a shareholder in the Ohio 
Company which founded Marietta on the Ohio River. 


The lands bordering on the Great Lakes were part of the 
Old Northwest Territory that England ceded to the United 
States under the terms of the 1783 Treaty of Paris. New 
York, Virginia, Massachusetts, and Connecticut vacated 
their claims to the lands, with Connectivut retaining 

a portion called the Western Reserve. This extended 
from the boundary of Pennsylvania, and carried 12 miles 
west, containing 3,667,000 acres. 


Of this land, Connecticut gave to certain of its citi- 
zens careage totalling 500,000. The remainder was sold 
to the Connecticut Land Company for $1,200,000. with 
the interest to begin in two years, and the principle 
sum to be due in five years. This organization had 
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been formed by 36 people, among them Moses Cleaveland 
who was one of the seven directors and surveyors. 


In June of 1796, Cleaveland led a party of 52 persons 
west, seeking a site in the Reserve for settlement. 
This group included two women. On the shore of Lake 
Erie, near the mouth of the Cuyahoga River, a site for 
the principle settlement was selected. A plan for the 
town was drawn up, the site laid out by survey, and 
named Cleaveland, to honor the leader. Cleaveland was 
well-liked by the group, and because of his swarthy 
complexion, was called "'Paqua", the name of a friend- 
ly Indian Chief. Cleaveland did not settle in the town 
of his name, for in 1800, he returned to Connecticut 
and although an expert outdootsman, and pioneer, he 
resumed the practice of law. The settlement he found- 
ed on the shores of Lake Erie continued to prosper and 
though the city in 1830 dropped the "a"! from the name, 
Cleveland is today one of the great cities of America,

History Trek 


Although the centennial of the city founding of Elgin 
Illinois was in 1935, Congress on June 6,1936, authoriz- 
ed the issue of a special half dollar coin to commemorate 
the event. This coin, to be sold at $1.50 each, was to 
obtain the financing of a Pioneer monument to be erected 
in Elgin. Basically this coin should have been termed 
the Illinoig Pioneer Memorial Commemorative half dollar, 
for the inscription reads ‘Pioneer Memorial, Elgin, 
Illinois. 1673-1936.' 

The design of the obverse 
features a bearded pioneer 
bust in a fur hat and the 
reverse features a portray- 
al of the proposed statue 

to be erected. Composed of 
five pioneers, the woman is 
holding a child in her arms. 


Illinois was explored in 1673 by the Frenchmen Marquette 
and Joliet, followed in 1679 by La Salle. After the 
French and Indian wars, England obtained possession of 
the area as part of the old Northwest territory. The 
United States won the area during the Revolutionary War 
by the capture of the territory by G. R. Clark of Cahokia 
and Kaskaskia in 1778. Illinois became a separate terri- 
tory in 1808. 


Illinois was admitted to the Union in 1818, to become the 
2lst state. The city of Elgin in Illinois was first 
settled in 1835 and incorporated into a village in 1847 
and as a city in 1854. Located about 30 miles northwest 
of Chicago, on the Fox River, it is widely known for 
publications used in various churches and Sunday schools. 
Of the many industries located in Elgin, perhaps it's 
most famous product are the fine "Elgin'' watches made 
there. 


On August 7th, 1946, Congress authorized the mintage of 
5,000,000 souvenir half dollars to be sold at a premium 
with proceeds from the sales to finance the purchase, 
and to construct and maintain memorials to honor and 
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COMMEMORATIVE HISTORY TREK -continued 


commemorate the memory of Booker T. Washington, the 
great Negro American educator. Issued during the 
years of 1946, 1947, 1948, 1949, 1950 and 1951, the 
coins all bear the same obverse which features the 
head of Booker T. Washington. The reverse design in 
corporates a log cabin at 
the bottom of the coin, 
above which is the inscrip- 
tion "From Slave Cabin to 
Hall of Fame". Above this 
inscription is the Hall of 
Fame - a colonnade at New 
York University which con- 
tains busts and tablets to 
honor famous Americans. In the field to the right of 
the log cabin is ‘Franklin County, vA.' designating 
the location of the log cabin in which Booker T. 
Washington was born. On the reverses only the year 
date changed with the year of minting. 


This is the first United States coin to have the like- 
ness of a Black American in its design and the first 
United States coin to have been designed by an Ameri- 
can of the Negro race. Unfortunately less than 3% of 
the coins sold were bought by the people who the coin 
issue was to honor. The many issues by all three 
mints, plus the charges and suits concerning broken 
contracts and misappropriation of funds created a 
situation that brought the Memorial Commission heav- 
ily into debt, and the 300 acre farm and restored 

log cabin was, through an act of Virginia Legisla- 
ture, purchased and presented to the United States. 
The $140,000 purchase price went to pay off debts 
owed by the Memorial foundation. 


Booker Taliaferro Washington was born during 1858 in 
Franklin County, Virginia. He and his parents were owné 
by a man named Washington from whom Booker took the Wasl 
ington name. Freed after the Civil War and on his own, 
Washington realized that he and most other freed slaves: 
having always been dependent on their masters, kney the} 
were ill-equipped, and knew nothing about how to make 
their own living. Deciding that an education was

necessary for earning a living, Booker T. Washington 
determined that he would have an education. Working in 
coal mines and salt furnaces at Malden, W. Va, he saved 
enough to enrol at Hampton Normal and Industrial Insti- 
tute at Hampton, a school for negroes founded by General 
Samuel Chapman Armstrong after the Civil War. Armstrong 
had been impressed by the aptitude and capacities of the 
Negro soldiers in his troop and deemed that a school was 
needed for the freed slaves to adjust to a world that 
they knew little about. His school was for practical 
instruction in manual skills. Washington attended this 
school from 1872 - 1875, paying his way by rendering 
janitorial services. Returning to Malden, he had s 
short tenure of teaching there and then travelled to 
Washington D. C. and enrolled in the Wayland Seminary 
there. Graduating in 1879, he returned to the Hampton 
Institute as an instructor in charge of training 75 
Indians. 


In 1881, Washington was chosen principal of the newly 
formed Tuskegee Normal and Industrial Institute for 
Negroes in Alabama. A two-thousand dollar appropriation 
had been made for salaries of the instructors but no 
money made available for school buildings so the school 
opened July 4, 1881, in a dilapidated old church build- 
ing. A worn out fram came on the market, but neither 
the instructors nor the students had the necessary $500 
with which to purchase the 100 acre farm. Solicitating 
donations and obtaining a loan, the farm was bought, the 
buildings repaired and a garden planted for food. When 
the students balked at the necessary labor to improve 
the farm, Washington pitched into the work himself. 
Abashed, the students could not do any less than their 
teacher, so they went back to work.

More pupils kept coming, a new building had to be built 
and the students and faculty built it themselves, com - 
pleting the job in 1883. When more students indicated aj 
need for another building, Washington decided this one 
should be of brick. Clay suitable for bricks was locat-/ 
ed, a kiln built for firing the bricks and a four story 
brick building was constructed - a marvel for many of — 
the negroes who had never seen a brick building. Many 
of the pupils who came to the school were penniless, 

and these students were given employment in the day time 
and attended night classes. Tuskegee was operated on a 
military routine where the students not only learned a 
trade, but were taught how to take care of themselves. 
With the continued expansion of the school, Booker T. 
Washington became nationally recognized as an educator, 
travelling and lecturing both in the United States and 
Europe about his work and the need for education of 

the Negro. 


In 1895 he was selected to speak at the opening of the 
Cotton States Exposition and his talk was reported in 
the newspapers of that day. Honored degrees from Har- 
vard and Dartmouth Universities attest to his recogné 
tion as an educator. Besides teaching, administering 
and lecturing, he wrote many books, such as UP FROM 
SLAVERY, SOWING AND REAPING, CHARACTER BUILDING, MY 
LARGER EDUCATION, etc. He continued his lectures and 
writings until October 24, 1915 when he made his last 
address before an audience in New Haven, Conn, speaking 
on RACE UNDERSTANDING. On Nov. 14, 1915, he died at 
his beloved Tuskegee Institute in Alabama, to leave as 
his memorial the monument that is Tuskegee Institute. 


An Act of Congress Sept. 21, 1951 authorized the mintage 
of a half dollar coin commemorating the lives of Booker 
T. Washington and George Washington Carver. The funds 
obtained from this coin, to be sold at a premium price, 
were to be used to oppose the spread of Communism 

among the Negroes and in the interest of National De- 
fense. It is not known if anything was accomplished 
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COMMEMORATIVE TREK - continued 


with this undertaking. The sale and distribution of the 
coins were handled by the Booker T. Washington Birthplace 
Memorial, Rocky Mount, Va., and the George Washington 
Carver National Monument Foundation, Diamond, Missouri. 
The authorization for this coin stipulated that the un- 
coined balance of the Booker T. Washington half dollar 
coin previously authorized, would be the number of coins 
struck in the issue of the Washington-Carver coinage. 
There had been authority for 5,000,000 pieces of the 
Washington piece and a balance of 3,294,568 remained un- 
coined. On August 6, 1954 when this Act expired, there 
had been2,422,392 Washington/Carver half dollars coined, 
with 1,215,412 pieces unsold and returned to the Mint 

for melting. The alleged mishandling of these two issues 
of commemorative coins by those entrusted for the sale 
and distribution of funds undoubtedly played a large 

part in the refusal of Congress to enact further commem- 
orative coin legislation. 


All issues of the Washington-Carver commemorative half 
dollar bear the same design on the obverse, featuring 
the conjoined busts of Booker T. Washington and George 
Washington Carver. The 
reverse of all issues 
bears the same design - 

a border inscription 
"Freedom and Opportunity 
for All. Americanism" 
and at the center a map 
of the United States upon 
which is superimposed the letters U S A. 


George Washington Carver was born in 1864 near Carthage 
Missouri, the son of negro slaves owned by Moses Carver, 
from whom he received the name of Carver. Freed from 
slavery at the close of the Civil War, he continued to 
live on the Moses Carver property until 1874 when he was 
ten years old. Then, working in different homes from 
place to place, he attended school whenever he would have 
saved a little money. He eventually arrived in Minnea- 
polis and went to work in a laundry and later was able 

to start a laundry of his own. It was at this time that 
he added the 'Washington' to his name. There was another

George Carver in town and he had difficulty in getting 
his mail. Wanting to attend college, Carver sold his 
laundry and tried to enter Highland (Iowa) college but 
because of his race, he was refused enrollment. After 
exhausting his funds in the attempt, Carver was forced 
to take odd jobs for survival. Then, with a 25$ tin 
tub and a 15¢ washboard, he opened another laundry. In 
1890, Simpson College in Indianola Iowa accepted him as 
a student and Carver worked his way through that year 
by doing the laundry of the other students, 


Having considerable talent for art, he was enrolled in 
the Arts courses. Although he was very good, the facul- 
ty persuaded him he could never make a living through 
art and encouraged him to develop his knowledge of 
plants and become interested in agriculture. He enter- 
ed Iowa State College of Agriculture in May 1891 earn- 
ing his expenses as a janitor. Majoring in agricul- 
ture, he graduated with a B.S. degree in 1894 and was 
immediately employed as an instructor and assistant 
botanist at Iowa State college. Even as a child he 
could tell if a plant was sick and he had a '‘magic' 
touch which enabled him to cure the illness. His bril- 
liance in the field of botany soon earned him recogni- 
tion and he became regarded as an authority and in 1896 
through the efforts of Booker T. Washington, he became 
the head of the Tuskegee Institute Agriculture depart- 
ment. The institute had no laboratory to carry on 

Dr. Carver's experiments and little money for equip- 
ment out of discarded junk and was able to discover 
hundreds of uses for what was then regarded as ‘junk' 
plants. 


Soy beans, sweet potatoes and peanuts were little cul- 
tivated in the South, primarily a tobacco and cotton 
growing area. His teachings on soil conservation and 
crop diversification stimulated the use of peanuts, 

soy beans and sweet potatoes as commercial crops, and 
a means to break up the cotton and tobacco cycle that 
wore out the land. From the time that Carver entered 
Tuskegee Institute he contributed his life and savings 
for agricultural research and the welfare of the Insti-

tute. He became internationally known and esteemed. He 
died on January 5, 1943 and is interred beside Booker T. 
Washington at Tuskegee. His birthplace was made a 
National Monument on July 14, 1953, and in his honor a 
bronze bust of Dr. Carver is on view there,

l OWA. Sioux Indian word meaning "One who puts to 
sleep". --- the area that is now IOWA was explored by 
fur traders and the missionary fathers Marquette and 
Joliet. Indians leased the lands to Julien Dubuque, who 
constructed Fort Dubuque. In 1803, as a part of the 
Louisiana Territory purchases, Iowa came under the con- 
trol of the United States. Indian claims to the lands 
were abandoned in 1832, following the Black Hawk war. 
The Iowa Territory was organized in 1838, with Burling- 
ton selected as the capitol. In 1839 the capitol was 
moved to Iowa City. The "Old Stone Capitol Building" 
at Burlington now houses the administration offices of 
the University of Iowa. In 1846 Iowa entered the Union 
and as Iowa City was too far from the center of the 
state population, the state capitol was moved to Des 
Moines, 


The Iowa Statehood Centennial in 1946 was commemorated 
by the issue of a special half dollar coin, authorized 
by Congress on August 7, 1946. By *"therordéer of. “the 
Iowa Governor and the Centennial commission, 500 of 
these coins were put aside the the 150th anniversary of 
the State, and another 500 were put aside for the States 
200th anniversary. 


Featured as the main device on the coins obverse is a 
portion of the State Arms, an eagle with outspread wings 
above a ribbon, inscribed with the motto of the State; 
"Our Liberties We Prize, and Our Bene We Will Maintain". 
The reverse carries a 


portrayal of the first 
Capitol build- ing at Iowa 
City, with the ‘| inscription 
beneath, ''The Old Stone 
Capitol, Lowa Gitye™ “The 


29 stars on the coins obverse 
indieate that Iowa was the 
29th State to enter the Union. JIowa has the distinction 
of being the first state west of the Mississippi River to 
have had a President of the United States born within 
its borders.

To celebrate the 75th anniversary of the admission 
of California into the Union, on February 24, 1925 
Congress authorized the coinage of a commemorative 
half dollar coin. 
The coins obverse 
bears a kneeling 
figure of»ac«pros- 
pector, panning 
for gold, and a 
grizzly bear domi- 
nates,thesreverse 
side,coisthetcoin,. 


Juan Cabrillo is credited with being the first white 
man to discover California (in 1542) followed by 
Francis Drake (in 1579) and by Sebastian Viscaino in 
1602. Settlement began with the establishment of the 
first Catholic mission in San Diego in 1769 by Father 
Junipero Serra. The growth of California under the 
Spanish rule was limited to the establishment of mis- 
sions and pueblos, or settlements around the missions. 
Large land grants were made to various individuals 
who had virtual control over the settlers in their 
grant. Mexico won its independence from Spain in 
1821, but did little to create settlements in Cali- 
fornia. In 1836, the Americans who had settled in 
California in increasing numbers became irritated 

at the increasing restrictions the Mexican Government 
was imposing upon them and revolted, taking over con- 
trol in some areas. 


In 1846 a Republic of California was formed, led by 
General William B. Ide. In Sonoma, John C. Fremont 
set up the Republic under the "Bear Flag" for the 
American settlers. The defeat of Mexico in the Mexi- 
can American war in 1848 brought California under the 
jurisdiction of the United States. Generaly Kearny 
took possession for there was no Mexican army to con- 
quer, and the Republic of California offered little 


resistance,

HISTORY TREK --- 


The discovery of gold in California in 1848 brought 
the '49-ers' immigrants from the Eastern states and 
from Europe to increase the population, and to shower 
wealth upon a few. In 1849 California formed a terri- 
torial government and was ready for admission into the 
Union, which took place on September 9, 1850. 


The Grizzly Bear depicted on this commemorative coin 
symbolizes the independence of California and like the 
bear, fears nothing except perhaps another grizzly. In 
1953 the Grizzly was adopted as the State animal, and 
is still emblazoned on the State flag. 


Containing the highest and the lowest points of land 

in the continental United States only 85 miles apart 
(Mt. Whitney - 14,494 feet and Death Valley -282 feet 
below sea level) California has many scenic regions 
with National forests covering one fifth of the State. 
The oldest living trees on earth are believed to be 

the Bristlecone Pine in the Inyo National Forest, which 
is estimated to be 4500 years old. The world's tallest 
tree is also in California - the Howard Libbey Redwood 
which stands 366.2 feet tall with a girth of 44 feet. 
It is located on Redwood Creek in Humbolt County. 


California is a land blessed with many of natures gifts 
and has experienced such an influx of settlers that in 
the 1970 census it became the most populous of the United 
States, with a population of 19,953,134. In the produc- 
tion of fruits and vegetables, chickens and other pro- 
ducts for the table, California is first. In many areas 
of mining products, California still leads the States 

in production - and odd though it may seem, it still 

has in many respects the reflection of its Spanish 

and Mexican heritage.

AUGUST MEETING - Monday, Aug. 6, 1973 SAN DIEGO NUMISMATIC § 
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Commemorative History Trek 


‘A souvenir half dollar to commemorate the 75th anni- 
versary of the Battle of Antietam was authorized by 
Congress on June 24, 1937, and was sold at a premium 
by the Washington County Historical Society of Hagers- 
town, Maryland, to raise funds for the staging of a 
celebration to commemorate the Battle of Antietam. 


The obverse of this commemo- 
rative coin displays the con- 4 
joined busts of Generals 
George B. McClellan and of 
Robert E. Lee. Two stars 
at the left represent rank 
of Major General in the 
Union Army for McClellan, 
and three stars at right indicate Lee's rank of Gener- 
al in the Confederate Army. The reverse has a view of 
Burnside Bridge over Antietam Creek. In small letters 
below the bridge, the "Burnside Bridge'', and around 
the border "Seventy Fifth anniversary Battle of Antie- 
tam,'' with the date 1937 below. 


The Battle of Antietam on September 17, 1862, was ore 
of the bloodiest single day battles of the Civil War,

with total losses of 26,000 men. The loss of hundreds 
of mules and horses, added to the destruction of wagons 
and military equipment, is almost unbelievable the 
amount iS so great. 


September 4, 1862, General Lee's army had crossed the 
Potomac River and moved over South Mountain to Freder- 
ick Maryland. General McClellan had accidently dis- 
covered General Lee's plans to invade Washington. 

M cClellan's advance guard of the Union Army located 
Lee's forces on Sept. 16; McClellan got his Army into 
position and on the 17th sent the forces of General Joe 
Hooker to attack the Confederate left line - held by 
General "Stonewall"' Jackson. Jackson, reinforced by 
troops of General Hood's Texas men, drove the forces 
off with a loss of a fourth of their number. Though 
McClellan tried to breach the line with forces of 
General Joseph Mansfield, all that was accomplished 
was the temporary capture of the line, using up two 
more army corps and the loss by death of General Mans- 
field and the wounding of General Hooker. A third 
corps was sent in - about 18,000 men under General 
Edwin Sumner. It appeared they had crushed the Con- 
federate line when they were hit by new attacks of 
Confederates and pushed back until a line of Union can- 
non halted the Confederates. General Sumner's forces 
tried repeatedly to capture the area, but when he fin- 
ally succeeded, it was so full of dead soldiers that | 
was afterward always referred to as "Bloody Lane". | 
General Burnside took the attack on the Confederate 
line across the bridge at Antietam Creek - the bridge 
is named 'Burnsidée Bridge" after him - to capture the . 
high ground overlooking Sharpsburg. Success was al- 
most in sight when reinforcements for the Confederates 
arrived. Overestimating their strength, Burnside pull- 
ed back, and when night fell, the battle had ended in 
a draw. Yet in a way, it was a victory for the Union, 
as it ended Lee's invasion of the NOrth. The Confed- 
erate Army's losses were 2,700 killed and 9,029 wound- 
ed; while the Union Army had casualties amounting to

2,108 killed and 9,549 wounded. Due to the superior 
number of Union forces, Lee's loss of manpower was 
something he could ill afford. While McClellan re- 
grouped his forces, Lee rested his remaining forces 

and the next night he retreated back across the Potomac. 


Antietam was made a National Battlefield site in 1890, 
and consists of 183.62 acres - a very small amount of 
ground to have contained the ''bloodiest day" or; the 
War. 


President Lincoln said that McClellan had the ''slows" 
and on Nov. 5, 1862, relieved him of the command of 
the Army of the Potomac, and General Burnside took 
over. 


McClellan, resigning on election day of the 1864 elec- 
tion when he had been defeated as the Democratic nomi- 
nee, travelled extensively in Europe and later became 
Chief Engineer of Docks in New York City. He was Gover- 
nor of New Jersey during 1878 to 1881, dying in 1885. 
Though he was a fine organizer and trainer of troops, 
his extreme caution and a tendency to over-estimate 
opposing forces overshadowed his abilities, and prevent- 
ed him from becoming a great general. McClellan was 
born in Philadelphia in 1826, attended the University 
of Pennsylvania and graduated from West Point in 1846, 
serving with distinction in the Mexican War. As an 
Army Engineer, he helped to survey the route of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad. He was one of three army 
officers sent to Europe to observe the European mili- 
tary systems. After his return to the United States 

he resigned his commission in the army (1857) and be- 
came a railroad official. At the outbreak of the Civil 
War, he volunteered his services to the Union. Com- 
missioned and made head of the Department of Ohio, on 
July 24, 1861, he took over command of the Army of the 
Potomac from General McDowell. When General Winfield 
Scott retired, McClellan became General in Chief of 

the Union Forces. He was relieved of this post in 


an

April of 1862, and resumed command of the Army of the 
Potomac, but as stated earlier, he was relieved of 
this command after the Battle of Antietam. 


General Robert E. Lee was and remains the greatest of 
the Civil War generals. Fighting with inferior forces 
and inadequate supplies and equipment, he was able to 
wage war for four years and often defeated far super- 
ior forces. Had he the facilities and manpower avail- 
able to the Union there is no doubt that he would have 
won the war. His life and career have been reviewed 
in previous articles on coin issues and there is no 
use to bore the reader with a repetition.

Commemorative History Trek 


On June 16, 1936, Congress authorized the issue of 

a special half dollar coin to commemorate the 75th 
anniversary of the Battle of Gettysburg; coined in 

1937 for the Blue and Gray reunion held in Gettys - 
burg, Pa, dale.) to 3, 1936. 


This reunion of the Blue (Grand Army of the Republic) 
and the Gray (United Confederate Veterans) was for 

the purpose of affirming the unity of the United States 
in a turbulent world. President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
attended and dedicated the Eternal Light Peace Memo- 
rial at which a flame burns continuously. 


Conjoined busts of a Union and a Confederate soldier 
with the inscription "Blue and va rar es grace 
the obverse of this coin. 
Reverse depicts the Union 
and Confederate shields, 
divided by a double blad- 
ed fasces with oak and 
laurel leaves at the sides 
and bottom (emblematic of 
war and peace). Inscribed = 
around the border - "1863 75th Anniversary - 1938 
Battle of Gettysburg." 


There have been many descriptions of the Battle of 
Gettysburg - such as 'the turning point of the war', 
"the high-water mark of Confederacy,', etc., but the 
description that perhaps fits best is 'the bloodiest 
battle of the Civil war.' A three-day battle, with 
almost 200,000 men involved, there were more than 
50,000 casualties of which more than half were Con- 
federate whose forces totaled no more than 35,000 
men on the field of battle. 


Confederate General Lee's forces after successfully 
defeating Union forces in Norther Virginia, assumed 
the offensive, and, bringing the war to northern soil, 
marched into Pennsylvania in a drive to capture Har- 
risburg, where large Union military supplies were 
stored. When within ten miles of the city, General 
Lee received information that General Meade (with a

large Union force) was advancing to give battle. 

Lee ordered his army back to Gettysburg, a point 

more suitable for entry, and if necessary, to retreat 
from. To the west and south were Seminary Ridge, 
Cemetery Hill, Culps Hill, Little R6und Top and Round 
Top, giving Gettysburg a strong defensive position. 
These points were to gain fame in the tug of war that 
the Battle of Gettysburg turned out to be. 


The first two days, July lst and 2nd, were inconclu- 
sive in the fighting, for neither side had their army 
in position. July 3rd was the day of the big battle. 
The Union Army, under General Meade, was arranged on 
a three-mile line, against which the Confederate Army 
had 172 cannon on a two-mile line in front, facing 
the Union lines. Exchanging cannon:fire and sporadic 
charges caused both sides to run low on ammunition, 
The Federals, expecting a charge for the position, 
stopped firing to save ammunition. 


Their assumption was correct, for the famous Pickett's 
charge was made -- General Pickett and his force of 
15,000 men moved up to attack Cemetery Hill. When 
within a few yards of the Union line, every gun on 

the Hill fired, tearing the Confederate force to 
pieces. Amazingly, enough men survived to cross the 
breastworks and to capture the Hill. Unfortunately 
they had no support and every gun the Union force 
could train on the Hill poured a relentless barrage 

of fire on that point and Pickett's men had no re- 
course but to give up and pull back to their own lines. 


On the 4th of July, Lee slowly and sadly retreated 
back to Virginia - his bid to win the war on northern 
soil defeated. And at what a cost--- 28,000 dead 

or wounded Confederate soldiers, and the loss of sore- 
ly needed military supplies. It can be said that the 
South lost not only the battle here, but the war. Had 
the South won at Gettysburg, the North would have 

been demoralized and sued for peace. 


The battlefield and adjoining territory was made into 
a National Park in 1895, and consists of well over

2,000 acres, with many monuments and memorials. The 
battle lines and Pickett's Charge are marked - there 
are many thousands of visitors to the Park €acy year 
to see where the Union was saved, 


In a cemetery there rest the remains of 3,785 men who 
gave their all for a principle they believed in. At 
the dedication ceremony Nov. 19, 1863, President Lin- 
coln said, "...that we here highty resolve that these 
dead shall not have died in vain; that this Nation, un- 
der God, shall have a new birth of freedom, and that 
government of the people, by the people, and for the 
people, shall not perish from the earth."

Commemorative History Trek | 


Tne 50th anniversary of Cincinnati, Ohio, as a Music 
Center in the United States was celebrated in 1936 with 
an issue of a commemorative half dollar authorized by ~ 
Congress March 31, 1936. Mintage was to be 15,000 coins 
to be struck at all three mints, which was a very small 
issue. These coins were immediately purchased by the 
public, and the Cincinnati Musical Center petitioned 
Congress for an additional issue, to be dated '1937'. 
Congress refused this request which tended to make the 
1936 coin issue even more speculative than it had been, 
The release price at time of issue was $6.75 for a set 
of three coins. They began selling in the coin market 
immediately for $45 to $50 per set. Today they sell 
for more than $100 for a single coin, and far in excess 
of $300 for the set. 


Featured on the obverse of 
this commemorative coin is 
the portrait of Stephen 
Foster, with the inscrip- 
tion ‘Stephen Foster 
America's Troubador.' The 
reverse has a female figure 
representing the Goddess of 
Music on one knee, and holding a lyre. In the upper 
right field '1886', and in the lower right '1936'. 
"Cincinnati, a Music Center of America’ around the bor- 
der, 


Stephen Foster, the composer of "Old Black Joe", ''My 
Old Kentucky Home,'' etc., was one of the most popular 
of American song writers and composers. Though his 
likeness adorns the commemorative coin of Cincinnati, 
his only connection with that city was that for three 
years he was an employee of his brothers firm there. 


Stephan Collins Foster was born in Pittsburgh, PA, dur- 
ing the year of 1826. His musical talents were develop 
ed early for at the age of 16, he wrote his first pub- 
lished song - "Open Thy Lattice, Love''. Educated at 
Athens Academy and Jefferson College, Pa., he married 
in 1850 and moved to New York where he died in 1864

in extreme poverty, despite the popularity of his 
songs. He had written over 100 songs, many of them 
to become classics, ie, "Oh, Susannah", "Camptown 
Races", ''Jeanie with the Light Brown Hair", Nellie 
Bly", Swanee River", etc. 


The actual founding of the area now Cincinnati was the 
settlement founded by Benjamin Stites and 23 others on 
November 11, 1788. They had flat-boated down the Ohio 
River from Pittsburgh, seeking a site for a new home. 
There settlement, Columbia, is now a Cincinnati sub- 
urb. On Dec. 28, 1788, another group came by flat 
boat and founded Losantiville - 6 miles downstream. 
Later Losantiville's name was changed to Cincinnati. 
This settlement was located where Cincinnati's down 
town riverfront district is located. Cincinnati soon 
became a busy shipping point for the settlers and an 
inland port of great importance, providing an outlet 
down the Ohio and Mississippi rivers to New Orleans, 
the sea port. The influx of Germans: following the 
1848 revolution in Europe brought the first Sangerfest 
to Cincinnati, an event that was to help Cincinnati 
attain the reputation of a musical center in 1849. 
German born Theodore Thomas directed a huge musical 
festival in Cincinnati in 1873 and was instrumental 

in having the Cincinnati 'Musical Festival Association" 
incorporated. Since that time Cincinnati has held 
annual May musical festivals. The date '1886' as the 
date of beginning has no true meaning, and was only 
selected to make a 50 year anniversary, needed to 

have a coin bill enacted by Congress. Cincinnati has 
the Cincinnati Conservatory of Music, founded in 1867 
by Clara Bauer, has a College of Music, has the Cin- 
cinnati Symphony Orchestra founded in 1895, and the 
Cincinnati Music hall, to name a few of its credits, 
meriting it's Music Center title.
